Saw the Gateman Eating. 

Peter Venema of South Holland, III., said 
last night: I was walking west on Thirty- 
first street at the time the accident happened. 
The snow-storm was fierce and the wind blew 
from the south. I saw the south-bound train 
pass and the gates were raised. Frank, the 
gaternan [referring to Frank Tryanck], was 
eating his lunch in the shanty. He must have 
caught sight of the north-bound train as it 
was near Thirty-first street, fer he ran out ana 
let the gates down.“ 

Are you positive the gateman was eating 
lunch after the south-bound train had passed 
the crossing? Venema was asked. 

“Yes, I am certain, for I saw him eat 
bread, which he held in his hand.“ 

Venema’s business calls him to the vicinity 
of Thirty-first street daily. He is acquainted 
with the gateman, and knows him by his first 
name only. 

William Griffin, a bricklayer living at No. 
2849 Union avenue, was among the uninjured 
passengers. He said: I was returning from 
Sixty-third street, where I had been at work, 
and was sitting at the front ed of the car. I 
was facing north, so I did not see any other 
train coming after the sotith-bound 
had passed. The horses had just got on the 
railroad track, though, when I saw the gates 
coming down again. At the same timea 
young fellow sitting next to me jumped up 
and said excitedly, Get out.“ The rest ot the 
passengers seemed to become aware of the 
danger about the same fime, and all made a 
rush for the front door. The fellow who 


called out to me to ‘get out’ and I were the 


only ones I thought that got out before the 
engine struck the car. We jumped over the 
dashboard and ran across the tracks. I 
couldn’t tell what track the tram was on or 
which way it was coming, but I kept running 
till I was out of breath. 

There may have been others that got out 
safely, but I didn’t know of it. There was a 
big young fellow, a laborer, who would have 
got through the door in time if he hadn’t 
turned back. He remembered he had left his 
shovel under his seat and started back after 
it. His face and head were badly cut up with 
broken glass and he was hurt besides, I think.“ 

The Driver's Story. 

John Howe said he could not possibly fix 
the blame upon any one because it was impos- 
sible to see an approaching train until too 
late to avoid the accident. Coughlin, he de- 
clared, was a careful man on all occasions. 
He declared also that the gates were not low- 
ered until after Coughlin signaled him to 


Car Conductor James Coughlin aid: “T 
went, forward to the crossing as usufll and saw 
that a train was coming. The snow and the 
smoke from the passing train were blinding 
and I saw no sign of another train. I don’t 
believe the flagman saw it, either. I was 
standing in the center of the crossing and the 
first thing I knew of the accident was 
the crash. The train came to a stop

and lifted up the driver. The horses had 
broken away from the car and went in the 
direction of the stables. Several persons 
helped lift the car and liberate a woman who 
was pinned under it. Her name, I think, was 
Mrs. Ellen Hannan. Afterwe had done what 
we could for the persons whd were hurt I 
went up to the engine and asked the engineer 
for his name. tie said it was Tully. Those 
passengers who who were in the car whose 
names I asked gave them willingly and said 
no blame could be attached to me in the mat- 
ter. 

Coughlan was afterward visited by officials 
of tne railroad company, who held a fifteen 
minute conference with him. 

What the Gateman Said, 

Mason R. Starring, claim adjuster for the 
Chicago City railway company, was seen last 
night and said the following statement was 
made to him by the gateman: The train 
was running at a high rate of speed and 1 
could not see well on account of the storm. I 
let the gate down, however, and it struck 
the horses. 

To this last statement the company objects 
on these grounds: If the gate had been let 
down so as to touch-the horses it would have 
been shattered by the car in passing through; 
for the top of the car is much higher than the 
horses’ backs. The gate, on the contrary, re- 
mains intact and shows no signs of having hit 
the car. 

James E. Breen, conductor on the Fort 
Wayne accommodation train, No. 37, said: 
The accident happened at 12:18, Our train 
was ontime and was running at the usual 
speed for the city limits. The engineer was 
Thomas Tully, an old man who is considered 
one of the best and most experienced en- 
gineers on the road. The car 
rushed across the tracks so suddenly 
that he did not have time to reverse or put on 
brakes until he struck the car, Then he 
stopped in three car lengths. When the train 
stopped the old man got down out of his cab 
and cried like a child when he saw what his 
engine had done. He was so much overcome 
that we had to let him cut off at Sixteenth 
street and run in behind a switch engine. 
Matt Walker was fireman and a piece of 
débris flew through the cab and struck hin, 
inflicting an ugly flesh wound. 

„% Two others of the injured were section 
hands who were working at the crossing. They 
were injured by flying pieces of the car. 
the passengers of the street-car three women 
and a man were injured, but one of the wom- 
en only slightly. I could not take time to get 


names, as there were other trains coming up 


‘behind us and we had to get out of the way. 
Telley has been always known as a careful 

engineer, who gives more than ordinary warn- 
ing before reaching a crossing. In fact his 
hand is never off the whistle cord. I did not 
notice whether the farther crossing gate was 
up ordown. I have always been afraid of 
that crossing, because there are so many peo- 
ple always on it, but I never thought we 
would strike a- street-car there. There 
were no freight-cars on tracks near the 
crossing. The track is straight and clear, 
with an uninterrupted view clear down to 
Fifty-fifth street, Idon’t see how the gate 
man, street-car conductor, and brakeman 
could have failed to pr e aan eels 
train coming.” 

Conductor Short, who was in the car behind 
Conductor Coughlin, came up a few minutes 
after the accident happened. He did 
not see the driver of the ill-fated car. 
He says the people inside the car were all 
huddled together grasping each other. 

John Carlson, No. 3020 Fifth avenue, told 
the story of his narrow escape as follows: 11. 

I sat in the 
center of the car. At the moment we were 
crossing the Fort Wayne track I saw the gates 
behind us descend.

OFFICER J. B. COLE FATALLY WOUNDED. 
— 
He Receives a Bullet from a Revolver That 
Is Accidentally Discharged 

Officer Jasper B. Cole of the Desplaines 
Street Police Station reéeeived a fatal wound 
in a singular manner yesterday. He was sit- 
ting in the window of the station talking to 
Officer Welbasky . 

The subject of conversation turned to the 
recent attempt that Franks Henderson made 
to shoot his mother and sister and Welbasky 
remarked that he had the revolver in his over- 
coat pocket which Henderson had used. 

Let me see it.“ said: Cole, as he reached 
into the pocket to take the weapon out. Wel- 
basky’s hand was also in the pocket, and as 
Officer Cole seized the lver it was acci- 
dentally discharged. -, bullet entered his 
right eye and lodged in the back of his head. 
The wounded man fell to the floor uncon- 
scious. 

The report of the revolver brought Capt. 
Mahoney into the room in an instant and 
Officer Cole was carried into the driil-room. 
Dr, Bausmann was called, but he said the 
wound would prove fatal. The officer did not 
regain consciousness and died a few minutes 
before 6 o’clock in the station. His remains 
were taken to the Milwaukee avenue morgue. 

Officer Cole was 28 years old and was first 
put on the force in 1888. He was given star 
No. 1,692 and assigned to a beat in the East 
Chicago avenue district. During the switch- 
men’s strike last fall he had some trouble with 
the railroad men and was temporarily relieved 
from police duty, He was afterward rein- 
stated, however, as a second-class patrolman 
and assigned to duty on the West Side. His 
superiors always considered him an officer of 
untiring diligence and exceptional bravery. 

Officer Cole leaves a widow and three chil- 
dren at No. 73 Vedder street. No blame is 
attached to Welbasky, who was not placed 
under arrest. 


THEY SAY THE BILLS ARE EXCESSIVE, 


Large Numbers of Kickers Do Some Talk- 
ing at the Gas Company's Office, 

It was an angry crowd that gathered at the 
complaint window at the gas office at No. 2 
Madison street yesterday morning. Every 
one had a bill, and from all indications they 
proposed to do some tall talking before pay- 
ing. Nearly every one’s bill for January was 
more than for December, and several claimed 
their bills were double. One man’s bill was 
four times as much for January as the pre- 
ceeding month, although he declared he had 
not burned any more gas.

Over 100 meters will have to be ex- 
amined, and many bills will probably have to 
be greatly reduced before the company can 
receipt them.

| THE PIONEER LOSES AIS LIFE IN 


ED, 


A STREET ACCIDENT. 


While Att8mpting to Board a Car He Is 
Thrown Down and Run Over by a 


Heavy Truck—Sketch of fis Career— : 


He Built the Tremont House, the First 
Great Hotel in Chicago, in the Face of 
Public Ridicule—The Couch Burial 
Vault in Lincoln Park. 

James Couch, a pioneer settler of Chicago, 
and owner of the Tremont House property, 
died last night from injuries which he re- 
ceived, at 11 o’clock yesterduy morning, by 


‘| being thrown from a street car and run. over 


by a truck at Lake and State streets. 

Mr. Couch was 92 years old and quite feeble. 
Yesterday morning he left the Tremont 
House, where he spent the night, and started 
for his home, No. 2545 Indiana avenue. 
When within a short distance of State street 
he saw an Indiana avenue car coming and 
hurried to catch it. The car did not 
stop, and Mr. Couch attempted to 
jump on. He missed his footing, 
and was thrown back, striking his head 
against the pavement.. Coming toward him 
at a rapid gait was a heavy truck owned by 
Gee Bros. of No. 204 Kinzie street, and 
driven by Edward McEwen. Before the driv- 
er could stop his team and before Mr, Couch 
could get up the horses 
were upon him. The 
wheels of the truck 
passed over Mr. Couch’s 
left leg, crushing it in 
several places, The 
truck also passed over 
and cut off the fingers 
of his right hand. 

He was still conscious 
when a policeman and 
several citizens tender- 
ly picked him up. He 
showed great fortitude 
and requested to be 
taken to the Tremont

House. Dr. Tallman arrived immediately and 


after a hasty examination he said there was 
no hope of Mr. Couch’s recovermg. He was 
too feeble to undergo the operation of 


amputation ‘ of his leg, necessitated 
by ‘the injuries. Mrs. Couch was 
sent for, and, she arrived at noon. She re- 
mained with her husband until 6:30 o’clock, 
when he died. He had been unconscious all 
afternoon, and the faint spark of life went out 
almost imperceptibly. At his bedside atthe time 
were: Mrs. Couch, Mr. and Mrs. William 8. 
Eden, and Mrs. Sanger, an old family ac- 
quaintance. He had been attended con- 
stantly by Dr. W. Lewis Tallman, the 
Tremont House physician, the proprietors 
of the hotel, and friends. The physician had 
left the bedside only shortly before, in the im- 
pression that the patient would live all night.

Sketch of a Long Career. 

James Couch was born in August, 1800, at 
Fort Edwards, on the Hudson. He received 
his education at the schools of Chautauqua 
County, and when 20 years old became clerk 
of the Johnson House at. Fredonia, N. I., 
where be was engaged for several months, 


After his return to his home with | 


his brother George he took charge 
of the Stage House, a hotel 
which stood om the lake-shore road, at that 
time the thoroughfare from Cleveland, O., 
through Erie, Portland Harbor, ‘Maysville, 
and Jamestown to Pittsburg. He next en- 
gaged in the lumber and distilling business. 

In 1836, with his brother Ira, fie came to 
Chicago, and in July of that year they visited 
New York City to purchase goods, On their 
return they separated at Albany, Ira rejoining 
his family at Jamestown and James proceed- 
ing to Buffalo by canal with the merchandise. 
He was unable to secure a steamer, and finally 
chartered a schooner. After a voyage of five 
weeks he reached Chicago with his cargo and 
found Ira awaiting him. The goods were 
placed ina small building on Lake street, 
the property of Capt. Seth Johnson. In the 
fall of 1836 the brothers purchased the Tre- 
mont House. The hotel was destroyed in 
1839, and they lost nearly all they possessed. 
They immediately leased the corner lots where 
the present hotel stands, and began the erec- 
tion of a better building. The second Tre- 
mont House was a frame structure three sto- 
ries in height, with a frontage of 9) feet on 
Dearborn street by 100 feet on Lake street. 
Its construction was commenced late in De- 
cember, 1839, and 1t was completed during the 
following spring and opened in May, 1840. 
The house was controlled by the Couch broth- 
ers until it was again destroyed by fire July 
21, 1841. In the meantime they had purchased 
the property on which it stood, and at the 
time of the second fire they owned 140 feet on 
Lake street by 180 feet on Dearborn street. 

The Building of Couch's Folly.” 

They then designed a magnificent brick 
building five and one-half stories high and 
covering the whole of the area mentioned. 
The magnitude of the scheme excited mdicule 
and before it had been completed it was styled 
„Couch's folly.“ Even the soundest business- 
men thought such a building was not called 
for by the demands of the times and that it 
was a hazardous undertaking. It was com- 
pleted, fyrnished, and opened to the public 
Sept. 29, 1850. The cost of the structure was 
$75,000. Three years after the house was 
opened the building was leased and the furni- 
ture sold to David A. and George W. Gage of 
Boston. It was again destroyed in the great 
fire of 1871 and again rebuilt by James Couch, 
Ira having died in 1856. He also erected a 
number of large business blocks in various 
parts of the city and began the canstruction 
of the Commercial House, which building was 
finished by others. 

Mr. Couch was always a public-spirited 
citizen, and invested the money he had made 
in Chicago in erecting buildings that were a 
credit to himself and the city. He married 
Miss Elizabeth C. Wells of Stratford, Conn., 
in March 1847. They had two children—a son 
and daughter. The latter died in 1853, when 
2 years old. The son, Ira, was born in 1848, 

and was educated at Albany, N. Y., where he 
studied law. He was admitted to the bar in 
1869. 

There is another monument to James 
Couzh in Chicago besides the Tremont House 
and his many public buildings. It is a mas- 
sive stone vault erected in Lincoln Park as 
the last resting place of his brother 
Ira. Of the stones and me- 
morals which once marked the resting 
places of the countless thousands 
buried in what is now Lincoln Park the tomb 
of the Couch family alone remains, Every at- 
tempt to have it removed has been resisted, 
and the vault, surrounded by great trees, 
stands there in the park, a subject of curiosity 


to visitors, and a reminder at the same time 


that the beautiful grounds in which the living 
now seek rest and recreation was once the 
resting place of Chicago’s dead.

But labor ab- 
stractly is greatly benefited by the introduction 
of power machinery and labor-saving inventions, 
This is through the expansion of labor, as shown 
by the increased consumption of all raw materi- 
als, and the increase of the number of persons 
engaged in gainful occupations, such increase be- 
ing largely out of proportion to the increase of 
population itself. The increase of population be- 


tween 1870 and 1880 in the United States wus 30 


per cent, while the increase in the number of 


persons engaged in all kinds of employment was 


39 per cent. This figure alone is a complete an- 
swer to the argument that labor on the whole is 
displaced. 

Very many modern inventions have created em- 
ployment where none existed before. The whole 
department of electricity, electric lighting, the 
telegraph, and the telephone are examples. In a 
sociological sense machinery has brought with%t 
a new school of -ethics. It is the representative 
of the civilization of this period because 1t em- 
bodies, so far as mechanics are concerned, the 
clearly wrought-out thought of the age. While 
books represent thought. machinery is the. em- 
bodiment of thought. We are living in the age of 
mind, which today is king, and machinery is the 
king’s prime minister.

Senators Reiniger and Bailey, the Repub- 
lican members of the Committee on Suppres- 
sion of Intemperance, filed their minority re- 
port today.

First—The people of the State, whenever they 
have had the opportunity to do so, have voted for 
the prohibition of the saloon liquor traffic, and 
have at no time voted for license or in any man- 
ner legalized the traffic of intoxicating liquors as 
a beverage, and the will of the people ought to be 
respec until by vote on the question they 
adopt a different policy. 

Second—If it is claimed that the traffic of intox- 
icating liquors 4s a beverage is not detrimental 
to the morals, health, and welfare of the public, 
it ought to be as free and untrammeled as any le- 
gitimate business in the State; but if it is con- 
ceded that this traffic 1s detrimental to the good 
morals, health, and public welfare generally, it 
ought to be suppressed by law as a crime against 
the public, the same as gambling, betting, the 
vendins of obscene literature, the social evil, and 
like offenses. 

The argument advanced that the present pro- 
hibitory law is violated or cannot be enforced in 
certain localities of the State furnishes no more 
valid reasons why the saioon traffic and liquors 
should be licensed than it does that the gambling 
and other offenses above named and referred to 
should be licensed, as it cannot be denied that in 
the largest cities of the State the law as to these 
offenses is violated daily. | 

Third—This bill proposes to reverse the policy 
of the State that was adopted by a Democratic 
General Assembly nearly forty years ago and sub- 
stitute a system that has never successfally re- 
strained the evils of the liquor traffic and that 
we verily believe will result in forcing the legal- 
ized saloon upon the communities which it is now 
excluded from, and from which it should be ex- 
cluded forever, 

For these and other reasons we believe the con- 
siderauon of this bill should be indefinitely post- 


poned. 
Held Down by Piedges. 


A prominent Republican Senator gave the 
key to the whole situation today. He said: 
If the Republicans were not here under 
pledges they would vote for q county option 
law in a minute, or many of them would. I 
am well satisfied that the passage of such a 
law would be for the benefit of the party in 
the State. However, take my own case, for 
instance. In my district the fight was made 
squarely upon the issue ‘of prohibition, and I 
was elected, and now I can’t vote otherwise 
than for prohibition.” | 

That is about the situation. What the mem- 
bers construe to be party pledges will un- 
doubtedly prevent any modification of the

party. 


SPOONER MAKES AN ABLE ARGUMENT 


He Demonstrates the Unconstitutionality of 
the Wisconsin Gerrymander. 

Mapison, Wis., Feb. 10.-—[Special. }—Ex- 
Senator John C. Spooner made one of the 
legal efforts of his life today in arguimg the 
reapportionment case pending in the Supreme 
Court. Senator Spooner referred to the city 
ordinances of 1887 as conferring the right of 
equal representation upon the inhabitants of 
this section of the couutry, and this provision 
was incorporated in the Constitution. Then 
he took up the mutter of jurisdiction and 
demonstrated that the courts of Kansas, Ohio, 
Nebraska, and South Carolina bad assumed 
original jurisdiction and considered appor- 
tionment acts. Then the speaker began his 
argument upon the proposition that Chap. 
482 is unconstitutional because it violates the 
rule prescribed by the Legislature to redis- 
trict according to the number of inhabitants. 
Clinching this proposition by argument and 
figures illustrative of the inequality ot the di- 
vision according to inhabitants, he next de- 
clared that the act is unconstitutional for the 
reason that in at least twenty-five instances it 
violates that portion of Art. IV. of the Con- 
stitution which requires such districts to be 
bounded by county, precinct, town, or ward 
line, to consist of contiguous territory and be 
in as compact form as practicable. Conclud- 
ing, he said: 

If it is within the constitutional power of 
the Legislature to attach all of the counties in 
an odd-numbered district to a county in an 
even numbered district which has just elected 
a Senator, and all of the counties in even-num- 
bered districts to a single county in odd-num- 
bered districts. which has just elected a Sena- 
tor, it is perfectly apparent that the purpose 
of the Constitution in classifying according to 
the odd and even numbered Senate districts, 
for theobvious purpose of securing the right 
to half of tha people to vote every other year, 
will be utterly frustrated.

NOW AS STRONG AS ANY IN THE WORLD. 


Combination Formed by Which the Read- 
ing Controis Enormous Business. 
PuiLapELruia, Pa., Feb. 10.— The arrange- 
ments that for some time have been in proc- 
ess designed to place the coal-producing and 
carrying interests on a more stable foundation 
have been completed. There has been now 
carried into practical effect a plan formed by 
President McLeod, which embraces the most 
extensive financial enterprise yet undertaken 
in this country, and which he thus outlines: 
The voting trust now holding the stock of the 
Philadelphia and Reading fajlway will shortly 
expire and the control of the stock of the com- 
pany has passed into hands that are friendly to 
the present Reading management. The Reading 
railway has by lease acquired control of the Le- 
high Valley railway. The Port Reading railway 
(which is under management) has by 
lease acquired control of the Central railway of 


New Jersey. This practically places in the Read- 


ing company’s hands the conduct of affairs of the 
Reading, Lehigh Valley, and New Jersey Central 
railways, and also (through the latter) the | 
high and Susquehanna railway, the Lehigh 
Navigation. Under the leases they will be 
paid.a guaranteed dividend of 7 r cent 
per annum upon the stock of the Central railroad 
of New Jersey, and a guaranteed dividend on the 
stock of the Lehigh Falley railway at gradually 
increasing rates —5 per cent per annum until Ma 
$1 next, then 6 per cent per annum for the half- 
year until Nov. 30, and afterwards 7 per cent per 
annum. Inu each case it is provided that the net 
surplus earniags of the respective companies, if 
any, beyond the above guaranteed rates of divi- 
dend, shall be divided between lessor and lessee 
until the lessor’s share reaches, with the guar- 
anteed rate, a total of 10 per.cent per annum. 

In addition to the términal now constructing in 
Philadelphia the Reading will acquire the mag- 
nificent terminals of the Lehigh Valiey and New 
Jersey Central in New York Harbor, Through 
the Lehigh Valley’s new Westerg extension there 
will be provided a direct rout to the lakes at 
Buifalo, with a spacious terminal there. The 
benetits thus accruing through the encouraze- 
ment of comparative merchandise traffic between 
the West and Philadelphia by lake and rail, as 
well as by the Northern all rail routes, will be of 
great advantage to the city. 

The tinancial arrangement herein outlined 
has the active support and codéperation of A. 
J. Drexel, J. Pierpont Morgan, andJ. Low- 
ber Welsh, and also J. Rogers Maxwell and 
George F. Baker of the New Jersey Central 
management. The following statement was 
in addition issued here tonight: 

President McLeod is confident that the Lehigh 
Valley, after May 1, when its new line to Buffalo 
will be completed, is certain on its merits to earn 
more than the full amount of guarantees, regard- 
less of any benefit which its revenue may derive 
from the néw relations between the three compa- 


nies. 

It should be remembered that the Lehigh Val- 
ley is now paying the Erie $1,250,000 annually for 
trackage,asum equivalent to 3 per cent on its 
capital stock, and that the Lehiat Valley makes 
a net gain of this amount, which, added to the 5 

sr cent the company is now paying, will provide 

or the.7 per cent guarantee and leave asurplus 
of 1 per cent. 

But the most important point is yet to be 
stated. It is Mr. McLeod's conviction that the 
existing methods of marketing anthracite are un- 
necessarily cumbersome and expensive. An 
agreement has been reached that will completely 
revolutionize the old system.

Nor is this the end, The ab- 
sorption of the Legh Valley and New Jersey 
Central still left in the field one competitor of no 
inconsiderable importance, the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western. It can be confidently stated 
that the Lackawanna management will be 


changed so as to bring its policy into entire accord 


with that of the tripartite alliance, and it will 
thereafter act in close harmony with. the Read- 
ing. 
This coup of President McLeod is the great- 
est inthe history of railroad financiering and 
makes the Read as strong a corporation as 
there is in the world. The gross receipts of the 
Philadelphia and Reading system will hereafter 
be $80,000,000 annually and the number of its em- 
ployés will approximate 100,000, being more than 
employed by any single corporation on this 
planet. :

Valuable Paintings Burned in a Storage-

CINcIXRATT, O., Feb. 10.—A serious fire 
started early this evening in the building oc- 
cupied by Ezekiel & Bernheim, auctioneers, in 
Main street and extending back 180 feet to 
Hammond street. Next door is the sales- 
rooms of the American Oak Leather company. 
The two buildings constitute a block and are 
five stories high. The tire pretty thoroughly 
destroyed the portion occupied by Uzekiel & 
Bernheim and badly wrecked that used by the 
leather company. South of Ezekiel & Bern- 
heim's is the Commercial National Bank and 
the Hammond Street Police Station. The 


roof of the bank wus crushed in and the roof’ 


and walls of the police station demolished. 
The loss on the two structures will be prob- 
ably $60,000. 

In the Ezekiel & Bernheim buildings the 
goods consisted of consignments from all 
parts of the country for sale, among them 
valuable books from England and carved fur- 
niture from Italy. The storage department 
contained the household effects of 150 families 
now abroad. It also contained some valuable 
paintings, the work of Henry Mosler, the 


artist. The loss to Henry Mosler is estimated 
at $30,000 at least. One painting was valued 
at $10,000, 


A rough estimate of the loss in the auction 


and storage building is $120,000. The loss of

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COWBOYS AND NAVAJOS DO BATTLE 


IN NEW MEXICO. 


Ranchers Become Enraged at Cattle Thefts 
by the Redmen and War the Result— 
In the Engagement Which Took Place 
Three of the Indians Were Killed and 
the Cowboys Are Reported as Being 


in a Dangerous Position—United States | i 


Troops Have Been Sent to the Scene. 

Atsuquerquez, N. M., Feb. 10.— [Special.] 
—J. M. Dennis, the sawmiller at Coolidge, 
who is here, received last night a dispatch 
from his manager, A. E. Batchelder, that 
Navajo Indians were congregating in squads 
of from twenty-five to fifty at the small towns 
on the Atlantic and Pacific, between La Guna 
and Coolidge, with the intention of cleaning 
out the cowboys on the cattle ranges along 

At Chaves Station seventy-five Indians are 
nolding pow-wow, have on their war paint, 
and are heavily armed. The people are in 
great excitement. The women have their trunks 
packed, ready to leave, while the cowboys 
are rustling all the arms they can get, and 
propose to stand their ground. ; 

Mrs. C. Jenkins, wife of the manager of the 
eating-house at Coolidge, with her two chil- 
dren, were the first to reach the city. and she 
tells Tum Tarsunz correspondent that the In- 
dians and cowboys .are massing their forces 
for an engagement, and that the whole white 
population of Coolidge and vicinity are up in 
arms and ready for the conflict. Yesterday a 
number of cowboys from several of the ranges 
assembled at Coolidge and defied the Indians 
then in town te commence carrying into exe- 
cution their threats. 

A Battle Wag Fought. 

The Indians left on horseback and went in 
the direction of Coddington’s Ranch. An hour 
later a runner came into Coolidge at break- 


| neck speed and reported that an engagement 


was in progress at the ranch between the In- 
dians and cowboys there, and that if the latter 
were not soon reinforced the Indians would 
annihilate them. Those in Coolidge then left 
to join their associates, but the actual result 
of the fight has not been received. 

It is said today that the fight now reported 
raging is one of bloodshed and is being desper- 


ately fought on every inch of ground by 


the cowboys, who are greatly outnumbered. 

There is a rumor in circulation here tonight 
that tne fight at Coddington’s is still gomg on 
and that each side isin the timbers and shoot- 
ing from behind trees. The Indians were no- 
ticed carrying three of their dead. 


Panic of the Women. 

The dining-room girls at the Coolidge eat- 
ing-house and the women from other towns 
and ranches are expected in the city tonight. 
During the present winter the cattlemen 
whose ranges border the Navajo Reservation 
have lost a number of cattle, stolen and killed, 
and the cowboys have traced the depredations 
to the Navajo Indians. The owuers of the 
stock have called on the chiefs for some kind 
of settlement, but their demands were met 
with slurs, taunts, and threats. 

Both sides since then have been bantering 
each other for a fight and the cowboys finally 
destroyed one of the Navajo houses, the In- 
dians retaliating by burning the outhouses on 
a ranch afew miles from Coolidge, and the 
present affair is the outeome of the bad feel- 
ing which has all this winter existed between 
the Indians and cowboys. 

This is another illustration of the manner in 
which the Indians are controlled by the de- 
partment at Washington. More than half of 
the Indians are off the-reservation and have 
always been, and all the trouble is caused 
from the thievery of renegades. 


THEY CAN FIGAT IT Obr. 


All the Cowboys Ask Is to Be Let Alone 
Bloody Times in New Mexico. 

Denver, Colo., Feb. 1Q—[Special. ]— 
Alarming reports have come in from the 
country along the line of the Atlantic and 
Pacific railway in Valencia and the western 
end of Bernalilto Counties, N. M., and it is 
feared that a great deal of bloodshed is likely 
to ensue unless trodps are sent to the seat of 
trouble at once. Yesterday afternoon there 
was a bloody fight near Coolidge between a 
party of cowboys anda marauding band of 
renegade Navajos. Three Indians were 
killed and a number are reported wounded on 
both sides. 

All fall and winter cattlemen have been 
losing cattle and have believed that the Indi- 
ans were responsible. This is probably true, 
because there are no white thieves in the coun- 
try, and the cattle could not mutilate them- 
selves and distribute the worthless parts of 
their carcasses over the hills. It 1s said that the 
Indians for a couple of weeks past have been 
concentrating at several points near the rail- 
road track and have not concealed their inten- 
tion to make war upon the whites, and partic- 
ularly upon their natural enemies, the cow- 
boys. 

Yesterday’s contest is said to have been a 
regular rifle duel, in which the men availed 
themselves in old-time dime novel fashion 


‘of the broken country, and peppered away 


whenever a head or body appeared. The first 
skirmish was between three or four Indians 
and a couple of cowboys. Guns and knives 
were used and one ot the dead Indians is 
accounted for by this affray. The others had 
fast ponies and escaped, though all were more 
or less wounded, as were both{cowboys. 

The alarm is so great that the women near 
the trouble are leaving to seek safety. Mrs. 
C. Jenkins, wife of the manager of the rail- 
way eating-house at Coolidge, with her chil- 
dren and Miss Mamie Quinn, have fled to 
Albuquerque and others are expected before 
morning. It is hard to secure particulars of 
the real state of affairs because the railroad 
naturally, suppresses the news as much as pos- 
sible so as not to alarm timid travelers. 
Trains are running as usual and there is no 
probability of the road being molested under 
any circumstances, because it extends many 
favors to the Indiana. : 

There is no indication of a general fight 
with the Navajos, but it is certain there are 
a great many more of them prowling around 
restlessly away from their resevation than the 
authorities will adinit. The trouble is simply 
the old, unending conflict between thieving 
Indians and encroaching cattlemen, but the 
situation looks more serious now than it. has 
for years. — 

The cowboys express confidence in their per- 
fect ability to fight it out with the Indians if 
they are let alone, but if the row continues for 
any time the young bloods on the reservation 
are sure to join their warlike friends. The cat- 
tlemen have several times attempted to obtain 
settlement for losses from the Indiana, 

This morning J. M. Dennis, partner in a 
sawmill near Coolidge, received a letter from 
his foreman there that the Indians avowed 
their intention of cleaning out the whites, and 
that the cowboys had organized. Adjt.-Gen. 
Fletcher at Santa Fé has been telegraphed to 
for arms, and he is coming down. There are 
six troops of ale and two companies of 
unfantry at Fort Wingate. The teeling is 
easier tonight.

TROUBLE EXPECTED ON WESTERN ROADS 
A Strike of Trainmen on the Unton Pacific 


and Its Tributaries Looked For. 


Sr. Joszrn, Mo., Feb. 10,—[Special./—The 
Grievance committee of the Order of Railway 
Trainmen and the officers of the St. Joseph 
and Grand Island and Kansas City and Omaha 


railroads have locked horns, The trainmen had 


prepared a schedule of prices which was pre-

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HILL'S FATAL FOLLY. 

No greater mistake of a political nature 
ever was made than when Senator Hill used 
his machine power to force a midwinter con- 
vention upon the Democrats of New York. 
Had he been a closer observer of political 
events he would have profited by the experi- 
ences of the party leaders under similar cir- 
cumstances. He would have remembered 
that in 1880 Don Cameron held his convention 
at Harrisburg Feb. 4, which instructed the 
delegates ‘“‘to vote asa unit at Chicago for 
Gen. Grant for President.”” He would have 
remembered also that in the same year Roscoe 


Conkling called the New York Republican 
convention at Utica Feb. 25, which instructed 


the delegates to use their unfted efforts to 
make Gen. Grant the Presidential nominee.” 
This was more than three months before the 
convention met. There was dangerously 
ample time for reactiog, and the reaction 
came. The National Republican convention 
met at Chicago Wune 2, 1880, and Gen. Gar- 
field was nominated June 8 on the thirty- 
sixth ballot. Gen. Grant received 304 votes 
on the first hallot. On his last ballot, the 
thirty-fifth, he received 313. He had only 
gained nine votes in thirty-five ballotings. It 


‘was the manifest attempt to force him upon 


the people which defeated Gen. Grant. 

If such were the outcome im the case of 
Gen. Grant, who vas a far greater man than 
Senator Hill in every respect save that of 


political triekery and demagogism, and who 


was the great soldier of the war and enjoyed 
a national fame, how much more certain is it 
to be the fate of Hill, who is a common man 
and whose success would mean the degfada- 
tionif not the ruin of the Democratic party 
and the placing of Tammany in power as the 
controlling element in the national policy! 
Democrats are no. more likely to submit to 
the high-handead methods of midwinter con- 
ventions than Republicans, They will revolt 
as quickly as R®publicans against having a 
candidate forced upon them, and it will be all 
the more difficult to pack a Democratic con- 
vention in advance because of the two-thirds 
rule. There is no doubt that Hill will hold 
his midwinter convention notwithstanding the 
italic shrieks of the N. Y. World, the warning 
of Senator Vest, the ominous prophecies of 
Henry Watterson, and the clamorous protests 
heard all around the Democratic horizon. 
There is no doubt that he will secure the dele- 
gation from New York and that the Tammany 
Mingoes will make Chicagoresound with their 
war whoops. The Hill delegates from New 
York may stick to him with (he same per- 
tinacity that the 304 stuck to Grant, but in the 
end the outcome will be the same. It is not so 
easy to carry two-thirds as it is a majority, 
and for once that pest of American politics, 
the corrupt saloonkeeping, un-American Tam- 
many gang, may find itself rebuked in the 
house of its friends. It is unquestionably 
Hill’s intention in holding his midwinter con- 
vention to make an impression upon the coun- 
try at large. He already has made it, and it 
is not a favorable one. He has the erratic 
New York Sun, the hoodoo of Democratic pol- 
itics, and the Atlanta Constitution, an anoma- 
lous organ, backing his candidacy, and a fright- 
ful array of Democratic papers in opposition. 
Even the Louisville Courier-Journal, which 
says he is as good a Democrat’as Mr. Cleve- 
land and a better politician,” is forced to ad- 
mit that his nomination, “‘no matter how ef- 
fected, would surely find a party unprepared 
to meet it with enthusiasm, if not wholly re- 
sentful and sullen.“ From the present out- 
look Senator Hill will meet with rebuke and 
defeat. He will not even name his choice. 
From the same outlook it does not appear 
that Mr. Cleveland will be nominated, though 
it is clearly within his power to dictate a choice 
with considerable emphasis. In such case it 
would not be surprising if his influence should 
be concentrated upon the nomination of Will- 
iam C. Whitney, a member of Mr. Cleveland’s 
Cabinet and the residuary legatee. Whitney is 
as likely to be Mr. Cleveland’s political heir 
as any Western man. He would have all the 
Standard Oil influence, including that of Cal- 
vin S. Brice and possibly that of Gorman of 
Maryland. 
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GOV. BOIES ON RECIPROCITY. 

There is a feeble fling at reciprocity in Gov. 
Boies’ speech at Denver. He told the farmers 
that they would be more benefited by a policy 
which opened to their products the most 
populous countries of the Old World, whose 
hungry millions are ready to take all our sur- 
plus food products in exchange for those 
staple necessities of life that they produce and 
we must use, than by one which opened the 
undeveloped countries of the southern half of 
this hemisphere that produce more agricult- 
ural products than they consume.”’ 

The facts are incorrectly stated and the 
reasoning is false. The reciprocity policy has 
done more in the way of opening to the sur- 
plus products of the farmer such populous Old 
World countries as France and Germany than 
a century of Democratic free trade would 
have done. A threat to retaliate on their beet 
sugar broke down the prohibitory decrees and 
lowered the prohibitory duties imposed by 
those countries on American meats ana bread- 
stufis. Had Gov. Boies’ policy been adopted 
this country would have let in free the manu- 
factured articles of France and Germany, and 
when they retamed their prohibitory legisla- 
tion he would have submitted meekly. 

Reciprocity opens markets in the Old 
World as well as the New, but it does not do it 
in the way Gov. Boies wishes. He wants the 
farmers to exthange their surplus for articles 
both abroad and at home, but which, owing to 
the higher price of labor here, can be made 
cheaper there. Mr. Biaine and the Republican 
party prefer to have those surpluses exchanged 
for articles which are not made in this coun- 
try, or which cannot be made or grown here 
without the expenditure of more hours of 
labor than are required elsewhere. They do 
not wish to pursue a policy which would break 
down inevitably the manufactures of the 
United States or force the workmen to accept 
lower wages and to live more poorly. o Hence 
_they prefer exchanges ot non-com petitive, not 
‘of competitive goods. 

It by “agricultural products are meant 
bananas and pineapples, doubtless the Latin- 
American countries produce more than they 
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consume. But they want, especially the trop- 
sell a named quantity of produce at an agreed

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‘for tea, sugar, or coffee seems to him an un- 


desirable bargain. But to trade flour for 
something made in England by underpaid 
English workmen seems to him a master 
stroke of statesmanship, even though—or be- 
cause—such exchanges would throw out of 
work the better-paid American workman who 
had been makinga similar article or force 
him to lower his wages and style of living 
down to the English standard. . 

If Gov. Boies would speak out plainly he 
would say that he is not so anxious to open 
markets in the Old World to the New as to 
open them in the New World for the benefit 
of the Old, .and that he is more interested in 
the disposal of the surpluses of English, Ger- 
man, and French operatives than of those of 
Iowa farmers. 


TRESPASSERS ALONG THE SOUTH BRANCH. 


Toward the close of the Roche administra- 


tion evidence was brought to light showing 
that many of the owners of the land along the 
South Branch had been encroaching system- 
atically on the stream, and that its narrow- 
ness at many points, such as Jackson street, 
was due to these thefts. Tun Txipunz de- 
manded that steps should be taken to oust 
these trespassers and give back to the stream 
its old width, so necessary for navigation and 
drainage purposes. But Cregier came in, and 
he was more ready to allow railroads to push 


farther into the South Branch than to make 


them fall back to the original shore line. 

The present administration should utilize 
the evidence secured by Mayor Roche and 
whatever has come to light since then and 
dispossess the unlawful occupants of city 
property. Gen. Fitz-Simons is quoted as say- 
ing: 

In excavating for the Jackson street bridge we 
found three docks in the west shore. The first 
was twelve feet back from the river, and the third 
one, in a very bad state of decay, was twelve feot 
back of the second, showing that twenty-four feet 
at least had been appropriated. The oldest of the 
docks had been built some fifteen or twenty years 
before and all had been put in before the Penn- 
sylvania railway company had secured possession 


of the property. 
All alonaithe South Branch these old rows of 
buried piling can be found when excavating. 


It appears from this that there are unim- 
peachable witnesses to past encroachments, 
and the old dock lines. Why should not the 
city commence suit at once to oust all those 


whom it can show have encroached on the 


river, whether railroad corporations or pri- 
vate individuals? The South Branch has to 
be widened in order that at least 250,000 cubic 
feet of water per minute may be passed 
through it and into the drainage channel with- 
out interfering with navigation. If the city 
does not widen the stream the Drainage 
Trustees will have to, and they may find it an 
expensive job, The city, by simply asserting 
its unquestioned rights, can do a large and 
what will otherwise be the most expensive 
part of this widening without its costing the 
taxpayers a cent. 

Of course these trespassers are not going to 
give up without a struggle the strips that they 
have grabbed along the South Branch. They 
will fight to the bitter end. Therefore the 
city should begin its ejectment suits at once 
and press them to a conclusion,

THE CANAL AND THE DRAINAGE CHAN- 
| NEL. 

The Joliet News has the following: 

The persistent argument that the Sanitary 
Trustees should use part of the present canal for 
the big ditch is too foolish to consider at length. 
A plain interpretation of the Drainage law for- 
bids any such move on the part of the Trustees, 
and the fact was pointed out to them only a few 
days ago by their attorney. 

No such fact was pointed out by the attor- 
ney of the board.“ The law covering this 
point is too plain for argument, It reads 


thus: 

Any district may ‘enter upon, use, widen, 
deepen, and improve any navigable or other 
waters, waterways, canal, or lake. Provided. 
the public use thereof shall not be unnecessarily 
interrupted or interfered with, and that the same 
shall be restored to its former usefulness as soon 
as practicable. Provided. however, that nosuch 
district shall occupy any portion of the Illinois 
and Michigan Canal outside of the limits of the 
county in which such district is situated, for the 
site of any such improvement except to cross the 
same. . . . And, provided further, that no dis- 


- trict shall be required to make any compensation 


for the use of so much of said canal as lies within 
the limits of the county in which said district is 
situated, except for transportation purposes. 


What can be plainer than this? The law 
provides that the Trustees may widen, 
deepen, and use the canal, but must not oc- 
cupy for the site of their improvement 
that is, for their drainage channel—any part of 
it outside the county. Consequently within 
the county they can use it in whole or part for 
drainage purposes. Otherwise there would 
be no conceivable object in their deepening 
and widening it. Under the law the district 
can use the canal as a part of its channel to a 
point a little below Lemont, where the Will 
County line begins. It is not desired that it 
should use it farther than about Summit, but 
it can go farther if it pleases. 

The Legislature put this provision in the 
act knowingly. It was expected at that time 
that a part of the carnal would be used, and 
it is absurd to say now that the law forbids it. 
That which stands in the way of its use is the 
apparent inability of the Drainage Trustees to 
see what is cheapest and best to be done. They 
are so carried away with the notion of wasting 
millions in cutting an enormous gash in the 
rock a little this side of Joliet, and of begin- 
ning on it at the earliest possible moment, 
that they cannot see the wisdom of utilizing 
what has been done in the past in the direc- 
tion of providing drainage and of proceeding 
instanter to widen, deepen, and use the canal 
from r to Summit. ö

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“ OPTION TRADING.” 

The agitation of the Ants-Option ” meas- 
ures in Washington is productive of one good 
result. It has opened the eyes of many mem- 
bers of the Board of Trade of this and other 
cities to the fact that the buying and selling 
of privileges, otherwise defined as options, or 
puts and calls, cannot be defended before the 
people as legitimate trading. They are will- 
ing to have it suppressed by law, though far 


from unanimous as ta the right of a govern- | 


ment to interfere with men who want to risk 
theirown money in that way on the ups and 
downs of the produce markets. Ihey are free 
toadmit that while the law of this State has 
been powerless to stop the evil the case might 
be far different if the prohibition were made 
national, and at least some of them think the 
produce business would be much purer and 
healthier with that feature eliminated. 

That the put and call business is about on a 
level with the so-called trading in bucket- 
shops cannot be denied by any one who knows 
what both mean. They are simply a betting 
ou the course of prices, A man pays a certain 
number of dollars for the privilege of calling 
upon another within a stated time to buy or 


price. If the market does not move so as to 


offer a profit to the payer of the money the 
transact:on ends there. Otherwise the ons 


who received the money pays a difference, 
being very seldom if ever expected to deliver 
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fortunately, it is the only one with which the 
average farmer is familiar. The bucketshop 
established in his vicinity and falsely pro- 
fessing to be run by members of the Chicago 
Board of Trade has taken in his cash, while 
the man who bought his grain was selling it 
on the regular board. A great many farmers 
have patronized the buckét-shop for every one 
that has risked his money in buying or selling 
on Change, and others of them have sent 
orders to members of the board to buy puts 
or calls undet the impression that it was the 
kind of business regularly transacted on 
Change in this city. 

That is their mistake. Those orders are 
taken by some members and executed, but it 
is done below stairs. The privilege transac- 
tion is not recognized by the rules of the 
board, nor will its officers hold to the perform- 
ance of his contract any member alleged to 
have refused to honor the demand of one who 
has bought from him a put or a call. That 
kind of trading was long ago declared by 
the State to be illegal. The board cannot 
prevent it from being carried on out of 
Change hours and off ti floor, and many of 
its members buy and seil those privileges. 
But not a few of their number regard it as an 
excrescence on the trade, which they have to 
attend to because others do, and they 
would be glad to see it abated. The fact that 
it constitutes a large part of the business 
done on some other alleged Boards of Trade 
in the country is not with them an argument 
in its favor. 

But to suppress by law all trading in fut- 
ures would be a widely differen‘ matter. 
That a considerable part of it is algo in prin- 
ciple a mere betting on the course of prices 
must be conceded, but-so is some of the buy- 
ing and selling of real estate and stocks of 
groceries and dry goods, and it is impossible 
to draw the line without great risk of inter- 
fering with legitimate trading, which is to the 
benefit of the farmer as well as other classes 
of society. There is, however, reason to be- 
lieve that the suppression of privileges would 
do much to prevent the big se'ling which oc- 


casionally knocks down the market, since it

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FARMER Harem is rde to have spoken

FINANCIAL STRESS IN GREECE, 


High Government Officials Accused of 
Manipulating the Gold Market. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | ’ 

Lonpoy, Feb. 10.—A dispatch from Athens 
reports great public anxiety and financial dis- 
quiet on account of the delays in floating the 
Greek Government loan. The value of the 
Napoleon sometimes fluctuates as much as 
40 centimes within a period of twenty-four 
hours. The government is freely accused of 
purposely prolonging the suspense in order 
to allow its partisan favorites to speculate in 
the rise and fall of gold. It is undeniable that 
a near relative of the Finance Minister is a 
large seller of gold. The King is being urged 
from some quarters to dismiss Premier Del- 
yannis, 2 the Chambers, and appeal to 
the country for a verdict upon the course pur- 
sued by the present Ministry. 

To make the monetary situation worse ex- 
tensive issues of . pow notes have been dis- 
covered. Several of the suspected forgers are 
in prison, and during the trial of one of the 
accused the fact has been brought out that the 
business of forging bills has grown to be an 
enormous one. The headquarters of the trade 
is in Itaky, where a regular establishment, fit- 
ted up with the most modern appliances on a 
large scale, exists. Greece is not the only suf- 
ferer, most of the notes forged being Austrian 
and Italian. It is alleged that the counterfeit 
issue of Italian notes was so large that the 
government feared tu publish the facts when 
the discovery was first made, lest a financial 
panic should result from the suspicion cast 
upon the currency. For this reason, it is said, 
many of the forgers escaped unpunished. 

’ Speculation in English Markets. 
[sPECIAL CABLE. | 

Loxpox, Feb. 10.—For the first time in 
many years American stocks were carried 
over at rates no higher than those charged by 
the banks for loans, showing a very reduced 
bull position and a large bear account. The 
banks charged 2% to 3 per cent for en 
advances and contangoes ruled about 3, wit 
special demands for Readings and Louisvilles 
at lower rates. There is said to be a large 
short interest in the latter stock for Liverpool 
houses, who are on the short side to recover, 
if possible, losses made in the cotton market. 
Erie seconds and Penusylvanias have been 
largely bought for investment on the basis of 
the recent coal deal. 

Rumors are current here and in Liverpool 
of impending difficulties in the corn and cot- 
ton trades owing to a serious decline in prices.

DEMN CRIMINALS QUICKLY.

The Four Leaders in the Recent Attack on 


the Town of Xeres, Not Being Allowed 
a Civil Trial, Were Quickly Found 
Guilty and Were Executed in True 
Spanish Fashion —Sympathizers Over- 
awed by the Military—B&hop of Cor- 
dova’s Good Work. 


Mam, Feb. 10,—The attempts made by a 
number of prominent persons, including the 
Bishop of Cadiz, to secure a commutation of 
the death sentence passed upon the four lead- 
ers of the Anarchists, who made the recent at- 
tack upon the Town of Xeres, were without 
any successful results, and, accordingly, the 
prisoners were executed today. The platform 
on which the garrotes were fixed was in the 
plaza directly in front of the jail in which the 
condemned men were confined, The names 
of the four men executed were Busigni, Zar- 
zetelia, Lamela, and Lebujano. In accord- 
ance with the Spanish custom in the case of 


ériminals condemned to death the four men 


passed their last night on earth in the chapel 
attached to the prison, where they, or at least 
two of them who professed to be Christians, re- 
consolation from the 
priests. Early this morning the final mass 
was said, and shortly before 6 o’clock the 
prisoners were taken from the chapel by their 
guards and marched direct to the platform. 
Each of the chairs for the condemned men 
had been fixed against a post six feet high to 
which the garrote was attached. When the 
prisoners mounted the scaffo'd they were ac- 
companied by four executionets and by priests 
and monks, Zarzetella was greeny excited 
and his demeanor showed that he was terribly 
frightened by the fate awaiting him. The 
other three culprits were calm and resigned, 


The Garrote the Instrument of Fxecution, 

After all had ascended to the platform 
prayers were said, and the condemned men 
were led to the chairs. The executioners se- 
curely bound the: prisoners to the chairs with 
straps and arranged the metal collars about 
the necks of the condemned. Then each 
executioner took his position at the back of 
his post and grasped the powerful lever 
which operates the garrote. At the given 
signal a sharp turn to each lever and all of 
the condemned men met instantaneous death. 

The instrument of death used in Spain is 
always, unless shoqting be specified, the gar- 
rote. This is a brass collar which is con- 
tracted by means of a screw in the back. As 
the screw is turned the collar shuts upon the 
neck of the condemned, and at the same time 
the sharpened steel point of the screw enters 
the spinal marrow where it joins with the 
brain, causing instantaneous death. 

Sym pathizers Overawed by the Military. 

The four men had been condemned to death 
by the court-martial by which they were tried, 
not being allowed the privilege of trial in an 
ordinary crimimal court because the aut hori- 
ties feared that the lawless element in Xeres 
and in the neighboring vilJages would attempt 
to rescue them. Great excitement prevailed 
among the lower classes when the fact became 

nerally known that the Anarchists were to 

ie by the garrote, and the authorities, to pre- 
vent any outbreak, placed extra guards about 
the prison. The military was also held in 
readiness for any contingency. The platform 
on which the men were executed was sur- 
rae by detachments of infantry and cav- 
alry. 

The executions were public and the plaza 
and the streets leading to it were packed with 
a dense mass of people from an early hour. 
The throng, however, was apparently more 
animated with a morbid curiosity than with 
any desire to create a disturbance. 

Trying to Help Workingmen, 

The Anarchist propaganda has many expo- 
nents in the Province of Cordova, and the 
spread of that pernicious doctrine has had the 
effect of awakening the civil and religious au- 
thorities to the fact that something must be 
done to counteract the. influence of these agi- 
tators among the lower ¢lasses. The Bishop 
of Cordova has taken active steps to overcome 
the evil which is spreading its insidious 232 
among the workmgmen in his See. e be- 
lieves that by educating the masses they will 
be inoculated against the disease of anarchism, 
and he is therefore organizing workingmen’s 
education societies. The movemeat promises 
to bring about the result desired, and large 
numbers of the workingmen are joining. 

Confession of One of the Anarchists, 

One of the executed Anarchists left a con- 
fession in which he says: 

Ready to appear atthe judgment seat of God, 
should my clear conscience set an example to 
others, I publicly declare that I have pro- 
fessed my undoing the subversive 
principles of anarchy. The misled Anarchist 
press takes advantage of the ignorance of 
the working classes to inculcate theories against 
justice and reason. I desire my comrades to 

cnow that the Anarchist journals have been wo- 

fully deceiving us; I am convinced that many of 
those preaching doctrines to us are perfectly in- 
different to our fate. I therefore advise my com- 
rades to repudiate those teachings and be honest 
workers with faith in God and religion, which 
teaches that all men are brethren. 

Two of the condemned men spoke briefly 
from the scaffold. One declared that he died 
in the cause of the working classes, and he 
appealed to the crowd not to respond by ex- 
pressing sympathy. As the Anarchist agita- 
tion was chiefly incited by foreigners, the 
government has decided to take measures to 
prevent Anarchists from entering Spain. A 
collision between Anarchists and the police 
occurred in Barcelova today. 

A number of revolver shots were exchanged. 
Several arrests were made. The houses of 
the Anarchist leaders were searched and a 
number of weapons, a black flag, and copies 
of an Anarchist proclamation were seized. 
Three French: suspects were arrested and will 
be expelled from Spain. 

The bomb exploded in Barcelona yesterday 
was charged with grape shot and dynamite. 


TO SETTLE THE BERING SEA DISPUTE. 


Italy, and Sweden Have Been 
Chosen to Act as Arbitrators. 
Loxpox, Feb. 10.—In reply to a question 
asked in the House of Commons this after. 
noon by Mr. James Bryce, member for the 
South Division of Aberdeen, in regard to the 
Bering Sea négotiations, the Rt.-Hon. James 
Lowther, Parliamentary Secretary of the For- 
eign Office, said that Great Britain and the 
United States had agreed that France, Italy, 
and Sweden should act as arbitrators of the 
Bering Sea dispute. 
Mr. Lowther added, however, that although 
France, Italy, and Sweden had been agreed

Death of Sir James Caird. 


The Rt.-Hon. Sir James Caird, P. C., F. R. 
S., the well-known writer on agricultural sub- 
jects, died today. 

[Sir James Caird was born at Stranraer in 1816 
and received his education at the High School 
and University of Edinburg. From the first his 
thoughts turned scientifically toward agriculture, 
and during the protection controversy of 1849 Sir 
James published a treatise on High Farming as 
the Best Substitute for Protection,” which went 
rapidly through eight editions and attracted 
much attention, 

In the autumn of 1849, at the request of Sir 
Robert Peel, he visited the west and south of Ire- 
land, then prostrate from the effects of the 
famine, and at the desire of the Lord-Lieutenant, 
Lord Clarendon, reported to the government on 
the measures which he deemed requisite for en- 
couraging the revival of agricultural enterprise 
in that country, In 1869 he revisited Ireland and 
published a pamphiet on the Irish land question, 
and soon after received the Companionship of 
Bath. In 1886 he again turned his attention to 
Ireland, becoming, at the request of Lord Salis- 
bury, a membet of Earl Cowper's commission to 
inquire into the state of Irish agriculture.

Jewish Butcher Buschoff Rearrested on 
Charge of Murdering a Christian Boy. 
Bertin, Feb. 10.— Tho Jewish butcher, 

Buschoff, who was recently acquitted at Xan- 

ten of the murder of a Christian boy, has been re- 

arrested at Cologne. Herr Rickert interpellated 
the government on the subject in the Prussian 

Diet yesterday. He complained that the re- 

arrest was due to the aati-Semitics, assisted 

even by papers like the Kreuz Zeitung and the 

Germania, fomenting the anti-Jewish agita- 

tion and fostering the superstition that the 

boy had been murdered for Jewish religious 
purposes.

TORONTO BUSINESS-MEN PLEASED 
WITH THE PROPOSALS. — 


Advantages Which Would Be Reaped by 
That City Over Montreal in the Event 
of a Deep Waterway to the Ocean-Size 
of the Channel Which Is Contemplated 
in the Discussion of the Ocean Connec- 
tion—Harbors on the Lakes and Their 
Improvements. | 

Toronto, Ont., Feb. 10.—[Special.]— 


formal proposals made by the United States 


to assimilate its canal systems with those of 
the Dominion of Canada, so as to afford a 
quick ocean waterway to grain and ather 
freights from the inland lake cities, while be- 
ing interesting to Canada as a whole, are dou- 
bly so to the City of Toronto.. While the 
deepening of the canals would benefit Amer. 
ican shipping it would give tothis city a boom 
with which nothing in history can com- 
pare. Withthe waterways between here and 
the ocean improved Toronto, not Montreal, 
would then be the ocean part for tario. 
The millions of dollars’ worth of cattle, 
flour, cheese, butter, and meats now sent 
from this province to England would almost 
all be loaded on shipboard at this ¢ity’s 
wharves direct for Liverpool. 

The provincial capital would also become 
the center of great smelting works, where the 
crude wealth of Sudbury’s nickel and 
other mines would be prepared for 
shipment to Europe and other markets. 
The project created a good deal of talk 
on Change today and naturally revives the 
schemes already promoted in Canada for the 
building of a gigantic ship railway having the 
same object in view. Mr. John Brown of the 
Citizens’ Millingcompany,and Mr. David Blain, 
who were particularly prominent in their ad- 
vocacy of the Huron and Ontario shipjrailway, 
were this morning jubilant at the probable 
realization of their long cherished scheme. 
Any amount of capital is expected to be poured 
into the project as soon as it has received the 
official sanction of both countries. | 

Mr. Brown claims that the admissions made 
by the Congressional report publis today 
practically admit that Canada holds the key 
of the whole continent. The local committee 
of the Torontc Board of Trade having the 
ship railway matter in charge will at once be 
convened. 

Following is an abstract of a paper read 
before the Canadian Society of Civil — 
at Montreal, Feb. 12, 1891, by E. L. Corthell 
of Chicago, in which is discussed the question 
of the practicability of making an enlarged 
waterway between the great lakes and the At- 
lautie seaboard: 

An enlarged*waterway having reference to the 
great lakes is one adapted adequately to the 

argest freight carriers of the lakes. The capacity 
of these freight carriers is assunied to be not less 
than 3,000 tons of cargo and whose displacement 
weight shal! not de. when laden, less than 5,000 
net tons with a draught of twenty feet, All 
canals and channels, and projects for the same, 
that are evidently not equal to these require- 
ments are immediately eliminated from the dis- 


cussion. 
The history of railroads, barge canals and ship 


canals, and of unrestricted waterways, teaches | 


that none but channels of the largest dimensions 
can compete with the economy, speed, and other 
numerous advantages of rail transportation, par- 
ticulary in the United States and Canada. 

_For nearly thirty years, almost from the incep- 
tion of the development of the West, efforts have 


been continualiy made by commercial men to 


bring the project of an enlarged waterway to a 
realization, but thus far without success, 

As long ago as.1865 an able advocate of this 
waterway enlargement asked the question in a 
public document, Why should tne lake cities 
with their wealth and resources not import for 
themselves and transact their own business? The 
ocean is the prerogative of no State of the Union 
and the West will seek the channel which con- 
ducts its commerce with the least cost and de- 
lay. If there was force in this remark in 1865 
there n is a greater force at the present 
time. If there had been one country only between 
Chicago and the seaboard along the natural lines 
of the waterway leading fromthe great lakes 
there would have been built no doubt years ago 
adequate channels following the course of the 
St. Lawrence River. a 
Between Chicago, Milwaukee, Duluth, and 
other ports of the more western lakes and Liver- 
pool there are over 4,000 miles of water naviga- 
tion, seventy-one of which only are restricted 7 
obstacles in the chanuéls, Therefore the object 
of this paper is to ascertain if these natural 
obstacles can be removed and whether steam- 
ships on the great lakes * not be able to ply 
83 these ports and the ports of the Old 

Or * 

One of the most important improvements in the 
line of what is certain to ome an enlar 


waterway between the lakes and the seaboard is 


the deepening of the sballow reaches of the St. 
Lawrence River between Lake Ontario and its 
mouth. From Montreal to the sea a depth of 27 
to 30, and of sufficient width, has been obtained 
by dredging thréugh the shallows which here and 
there interrupted the greater depths of the river. 
But the most serious obstacles in the St. Law- 
rence are above Montreal, where frequently the 
river flows over a rocky bed in the shape of 
rapids. These rapids have been flanke 
canals. They are the Beauharnois, Cornwall, 
Farran’s Point, Rapide Plat, and Galop. Their 
combined length is forty-three and one-quarter 
miles. The original depths designed by these 
canals when they were inaugurated in 1541 was 
nine feet, but this depth has never been 
maintained on account of the  fiuctua- 
tions in the river. At times it falls 
to 6 77. In 1871. on account of the increasing size 
of vessels, barges, and boats, it was decided by 
the government to make a navigable depth of 12 
through all the canals and the river shallows, 
and soon after that a 11 depth was decided upon. 
Work since that time has been carried on with 
this object in view, the standard dimensions of 
the locks being: Length, 270; width, ; and a 
clear depth of 14 on the miter sills. This work has 
not been, as yet, completed, but, for the purposes 
of this paper. the work is assumed to be entirely 
performed. It may be stated in round nambers 
that the entire amount expended on the St. Law- 
rence system from Lake Erie to Montreal is about 
$41,250,000, and that, to finish the work how in 
hand, it will cost about $12,750,000 more, or say 
$54,000,000 in all. This does not include the con- 
struction of acanal at the St. Mary’s Falls 
tween Superior and Huron and some other nueces- 
sary improvements. It may therfore be stated 
that in obtaining, between Lake Superior and 
Montreal, a fall depth of 14 it will have cost, 
all told, about $60,000,000. 

In reference tothe harbors of the lakes, the 
United States Government has expended large 
sums of money in deepening, „ and pro- 
tecting them and has begun a system of improve- 
ments of equal capacity to the channels between 
the lakes. Its present poles is to improve these 
harbors to a depth of 20, The average depth at 
present in the harbors of the larger ports is 16’. 

The most important histcrical feature of the 
subject is the growth of commerce on the lakes. 

. First—In respect to the size of vessels. 

Second—The tonnage carried. 

In 1859 thirty-six of the largest lake propellers 
averaged about 700 tons register, ranging from 583 
tons to 981, with a maximum draught when fully 
laden of 11%’. The history of the increase in size 
of vessels is a most interesting one, . 

The increase in population of the lake cities in 
dicates the great increase there must necessarily 
be in the business of the lakes and also of the 
railroads tributary tothem. The City of Buffalo 
has increased from about 42,000 in 1850 to 155,000 
in 1890. Cleveland, O., from 17,000 in 1360 to 262,000 
in 1800. Chicago from 30,000 in 1850 to about 1,100,- 
000 in 1890. ; 

The question now arises, how can the desired 
and bést route be provided? Will the mutual in- 
terests of two great countries between which the 
St. Lawrence River is the dividing line, in part, 
and through one of which, having p d an 
arbitrary line, it finds its way tothe sea, bearing 
the commerce with it, be willing to unite to con- 
struct the ship canals and ship railways nécessar 
to remove the obstructions to navigation? Wil 
the great Northwest, both of the United States 
and Canada, with its millions of people, its rapidly 
growing cities, centers already of finance and 
commerce, with the constantly increasi busi- 
hess of the great lakes—a common heritage of 
both nations and free to both and God-givea—will 


these two nations, with so much in common, per- 


mit longer arbitrary national boundary lines to 
remain a barrier to the commerce of both? Shall 
cities like Chicago, Milwaukee, Duluth, Buffalo, 
Cleveland, and Toronto be longer compelled to 
send their exports to Europe and receive their 
imports by expensive channels. when ey can 
load them for Liverpool or Havre at their own 
wharves and receive their imports ditectly at 
those wharves from the ports of the Old World? 

If the routes recommended by the author from 
the Great Lakes to the seaboard are enlarged 
and made adequate for the character and extent 
of the commercial business now waiting for them, 
the ports and cities now on the Great Lakes will 
then have an advant which they can obtaiu in 
no other way. The St. Lawrence route will give 
to the agricultural producers and to manhfactar- 
ers, to importers and merchants, and through 
them to the entire country tributary to the Great 
Lakes a direct advantage. Direct trade with 
Europe should be the demand of the Northwest 
and of all the country tributary to the Great 
There can be ily estimated a direct 
pecuniary advantage of not than $200,000,000 
per annum. : 

The proposed route lies partly in one ‘country 
and partly in another. The important guestion 
to consider is whether artificial boundary lines 
running athwart a natural waterway shall be 

rmitted longer to restrict our commerce, to

The Devil—His Existence Denied. 

A new book on the devil has just been published 
in Germany by a learned Protestant theologian, 
George Langin, under the title, Biblical Teach- 
ing as to the Devil.” The author examines all 
those passages of the Hebrew Bible and the Chris- 
tian New Testament in which reference is made, 
or has been thought to be made, to the exist- 
ence and action of the. devil, or of an infernal 
spirit of eil. He strives to trace the genesis ana 
history of the belief in such a spirit, and to deter- 
mine whether the belief in his personal existence 
forms a necessary part of the Christian faith. 
He makes a critical study of all scriptural al- 
lusions to the devil, studying them seriatim, 
p.acing them as far as possible in chronological 
order, and taking account of the influences that 

upon Jewish thought at the period of their 
composition. Special attention is devoted to 
those gospel narratives in which Satan and the 
possesse i) are spoken of. He attempts to show 
that many of the scriptural p es which are 
quoted as proof of the existence of the devil give 
no support to the common notion of such a being. 
He argues that the tion of such ah evil 
spirit as we designate by the term devil was not 
original to the Jewish faith, and he traces its 
introduction to the Persians. 

The outcome of Dr. Langin’s historical and ex- 
egetical study of his subject is that there is 
nothing in scripture that really justifies the 
prominence given in religion to a personal devil; 
that this devil is, in short, an alien to the primi- 
tive faith of both Jews and Christians, and that

HE WAS A FAMOUS STAGE-DRIVER, 


His Skill Saved a Coach-Load from a Tribe of 
Indians, 

Omaha Beg: The heroism and bravery of 
Robert Emery is an example to every school- 
boy in Nebraska today. Gage County has 
the honor of being his home and Beatrice the 
abidimg place of his posterity. 

In 1864 Robert Emery was a stage-driver 
along the St. Joe and Denver route. In 
August of that year occurred the great In- 
dian raid, when so many settlers lost their 
lives. There were nine passengers in his 
coach—seven men and two ladies. Although 
exceedingly dangerous he offered to drive to 
Liberty Farm, whero his brother Charles 
lived. The morning of Aug. 9, 1864, was beau- 
tiful. The sky was clear and cool and a re- 
freshing breeze came up from the northwest. 
The coach left the station of Big Sandy with 
its freight of human life drawn by four large 
and mettled steeds in which the driver had 
unbounded confidence and over them per- 
fect control. The journey was without acci- 
dent or unusual incident until about 11 
o'clock, up to which time no signs of In- 
dians had been seen. But, just as the lead 
horses had passed over the hill and were 
on a spur led into the bottom land, or 
valley—this was narrow and bordered on 
ether side by deep ravines, worn by the water 
—and before the coach had commenced the 
descent the driver discovered a band of Indians 
about thirty rods in advance. He wheeled the 
horses in an instant—two rods further on he 


could not have accomplished the turn—and, 


laying whip to their backs, cammenced an 
impetuous retreat. The passengers were ter- 
rified, and were at once on their feet. Emery 
said: If you value your lives, for God's sake 
keep your seats, or we are lost.“ 

The Indians, about fifty in number, gave 
chasewwith their terrifying yell, and for about 
three miles, which were accomplished in about 
twelve minutes, pursued and pursuers made 
the most desperate efforts at speed. The sav- 
age yells of those bloodthirsty villains and the 
wails of despair of the men and women in the 
coach are past the power of pen to describe. 
But to the glory of the driver be it said that 
he was the only steady-nerved and unexcited 
person in this memorable chase, The coach 
bristled with arrows, like quills upon the 
fretful porcupiue.” They grazed young 
Emery on every side and cut the tarett off the 
head of the wheel-horse, but the young man 
heeded nothing but his driving. 

There were two ints at which all would 
have been lost but for the driver’s wonderful 
presence of mind. There were two abrupt 
turns in the road where the coach would have 
been thrown over had he not brought the 
team to a halt and turned with care. ‘This he 
did to the dismay of some of the passengers, 
who saw escape only in speed, but their sub- 
sequent praise of his conduct was as great as 
his courage was cool and calculating. George 
Constable, who was conducting an ox train 
over the route, saw the coach about a mile 


ahead and at once corralled his twenty-five | 


wagons, The brave driver drove his nine pas- 
sengers into this shelter and safety. Words 
could not express the gratitude felt for their 
hero and deliverer. In the delirium of delight 
they embraced and kissed him, and thanked 
God that he had held the lines, and that they 
were in a position where they could not inter- 
fere. The noble steeds were not forgotten.

CRUSHED IN A WRECK. 


A FORT WAYNE ENGINE COLLIDES 
WITH A STREET-CAR. 


The Accident Occurs at Thirty-first Street 
and Stewart Avenue—Eleven Persons 
Are Injured, Four Dangerously — Bhe 
Old Story of the Flagman Not Seeing 
the Train-—-The Conductor Also Fails to 
Discover the Impending Danger—Disas- 
ter on the Northwestern Railway.

She is also injured 
internally, and Dr. Rielly, who dressed her 
wounds, saysshe may yet die from her in- 
juries. Miss Hannan had a remarkable es-

When the car reached the Fort Wayne 
tracks the gates were down,“ Miss Hannan 
said. “The conductor got off and ran ahead, 
and ina few seconds atrain going south 
passed. The gates were immediately raised 
and the car started across. It had not gone 
ten feet when I saw the gates being 
lowered. They came down and _  rest- 
ed on the roof of the car. Sev- 
eral men outside shouted and the people 
all rushed to get out, but only three or four 
managed to get through the door. In a sec- 
oud the train struck the car, and I knew no 
more until I regained consciousness and 
found myself at home.”’ 

When the train struck the car, Mrs. Han- 
nan said, “ it seemed as if we were suddenly 
lifted by an elevator. We seemed to turn over 
and over, and although I suppose it lasted but a 
few seconds the time I remained conscious 
seemed an hour. Every one was bein thrown 
in every direction and people grasped each 
other and held on like vises in their fright. 
The cover came off of the little stove in the 
floor of the car, and hot coals flew in every 
direction. It is a wonder to me that a fire did 
not start. I never had such a horrible ex- 
perience in my life“. 

Mrs. Hannan agrees with her daughter that 
the gates were raised as soon as the first train 
passed and that they were lowered again after 
the car started across. 

Léss than a month ago a Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne and Chicago fast train collided with 
and demolished a Forty-seventh street car 
bound east at Stewart avenue and killed two 
young women and more or less injured several 
other passengers.

The accident was caused by a trainman. 
Only the presence of mind of Yardmaster 
Frank McNerney and Engineer Emmet Ma- 
honey prevented the loss of life. 

The Highland Park accommodation, on 
time, came rolling across the bridge toward 
the depot at 8:35. Just west of. Market street 
is a signal target. The engineer received the 
signal to go ahead. Before he reached the switch 
where he was to take No.7 track into the depot 
he saw a train of empty passenger-cars back- 
ing out of the station from track No. 4. The 
engineer reversed his engine and brought his 
train to a full stop, the second car, the smok- 
er, standing at the junction of tracks 4 and 
7. The rear coach of the empty train, which 
was the front coach as the train was then 
moving, jammed into the smoker, tore its way 
through the side nearly the whole length of 
the car, turned the seats on the right side 
around so that they faced outward like the 
seats on an Irish jaunting-car or the side seats 
on a Madison street grip. 

The smoker was full of passengers, all men. 
They saw the other train coming, and most 
of them jumped up. Some succeeded in get- 
ting into the aisle. Others were thrown with 
violence against the seats on the other side of 
the car. : 

The wounded were carried to the company’s 
dispensary at Market and Kinzie streets, 
where their wounds were dressed. They 
were then taken to their homes in carriages. 

The empty train which crashed into the 
Highland Park accommodation was the May- 
wood surburban and was backing to the yards 
where the cars are stored. Brakeman Peter 
Robinson was on the rear coach and though 
he saw the target had been turned, giving the 
inward-bound train the right of way, he 
signaled the engineer to back. Too late he 
saw the result of his foolhardiness and at- 
tempted to put on the air-brakes. He was 
panic-stricken and in his fright turned the 
cock for whistle instead of brakes. Be- 
fore the mistake could be rectiffed the car 
crashed into the smoker of the other train, 
the author of the accident saving his life by 
jumping.

Prairies. : 


Eav Criatre, Wis.,Feb. 7.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une, We read in most every newspaper accounts 
of the great number of starving and freezing cattle 
and other stock on the cattle-ranges in the Western 
Territories, and there is an occasional expression 
of sympathy and condolence for the poor owners 
but hardly ever a word of pity for the poor dumb 


asts. 1 

There is probably less of this the present winter 
than in some of the past, but enough now to 
awaken a protest from every man and woman 
who harbors human instincts. 

Now, if the tables could be turned, and the pity 
and protection extended to the r brutes in- 
stead of their inhuman owners (who are worse 
than brutes), who expect to become rich by their 
inhuman methods, and if they (the owners) could 
be starved and frozen a little it would better ac- 
cord with the eternal fitness of things ana the 
instincts of right and wrong. 

Any man or number of men who will surround 
themselves (either on the Western prairies or 
any where else) in this latitude with a large or 
small herd of stock and make no provision for 
their shelter, food, or comfort through the in- 
clement winters of this climate are not, fit to live, 
and the sooner the world ig rid of them the bet- 
ter for those who are left, for the poor dumb ani- 
mals, unable to make their wants or 1 
known, have as right to be comfortable w 
they live as their owner ought to be pro- 
tector, who is in duty bound to provide food and 
shelter for all the animals he owns and con 
The practice of gathering large herds of cattle on 
western plains to be brought to death’s door by 
the droughts of summer and starved and frozen 
death in the winter is one of the most inh 
that is now allowed to exist in our civilized coun-

try. 
It not more than one-half of the poor animals 
are massacred through these means, their owners 


think they have made a success and exult over 


the profits that arise from the sale of.the other 
half that have been able to combat with the ele- 


mepts that have vanquished the first half; but if 


a greater number than one-half have succumbed 


to ah extreme winter, then the poor owners have 


made a losing speculation. What a travesty on 
humanity is such a business. 

It is high time for our government to take this 
matter in hand and make and enforce such laws 
as will prohibit the keeping of more live stock in 
its territories than can be sheltered and fed b 
their owners during the snow and weather boun 
winters that are inevitable throughout our West- 
ern prairies. rule ought to apply to the 
State governments.

though we havea law on our statute 

makes its violation a penal offense, it is seldom 
enforced for the protection of the poor beasts that 
cannot speak for themselves gnd are at the mercy 
and caprice and ungovernable passions of ev 
roercenary ru that is able to own and contro 


It is a shame that so much of this abuse is tol- 


erated and no more notice given to it in a country 
that claims to be civilized. 


We see every day in the cities 2 Pow, old, lame, 
sick borses driven before loads day so long as 
they are able to stand up and go, and at night 
turned out to graze or put into bleak. cold barns, 


with scarcely an apology of feed and without an 


armful of straw on which to rest their emaciated 
frames, and taken out the next day for another 
round in the treadmill. ;

Death of the Man Who Had Much to Do 
with the Country's Finances. 


New York, Feb, 10,—| Special. | —John Jay 
Knox, died at his home here of pneumonia 


for some weeks in that city, acting as Assistant 
Treasurer of the United States. 

He was appointed Deputy Controller by Mr. Mc- 
*Culloch in 1367 and Controller five years there- 
— r by President Grant. He was reappointed. 
without his knowledge, previous to the expira- 
tion of his first term, and confirmed by the Senate 
without reference to any committee. He was ap- 

pointed to a third term on April 12, 1882. He has 

ad a continuous service of seventeen years in the 
Controller’s office, and during his administration 
his office has not been subjected to any investiga- 
tion until the recent attack by the shareholders 
ofthe Pacific National Bank of ton, from 
which he has been fully exonerated by the Com- 
mittee on Banking and Currency,

| ERALLY IN CHICAGO. 


If the Martyr President Had Lived He 
Woald Be 83 Years Old Tomorrow— 
Some of the Public and Semi-Public 
Places Will Suspend Business—Programs 
That Will Be Given at the Schools—A 
Part of Lowell's Commemorative Ode 
and Lincoln's Gettysburg Speech. 

Tomorrow will be the eighty-third anni- 


vorsnry of President Lincoln’s nativity, and | 


the day will be observed to some extent in 


Chicago. All the schools will be closed and 


many of tne other public and semi-public 
pla des of business will suspend. 

Few of the departments in the Federal 
building will close. The Custom-House will 
he closed at noon, and the Postoffice will close 
nn hour or two earlier than usual, and carriers

ments will be open as usual. 

„The circulating department of the Public 
Library wili be closed. 

At the Brown School the three departments 
of the eighth grade will pgstpone the exercises 
until Friday, Feb. 19, when a memorial pro- 
_ gram for both Washington and Lincoln will 

be carried out. It will include an ode to 
Washington sung by the school, a pantomime, 
in which the cherry-tree scene in Washing- 
ton’s life will be enacted, and a debate will be 
held on the resolution that Washington dia 
more for his country than Lincoln. The de- 
baters will be James Chalmers, Robert Jenne, 
Merritt Hook, and Fred Brown. The address 
delivered by Lincoln at Gettysburg Nov. 19, 
1863, will be recited by Nathan McChesny. 
Dr. W. R. Harper, President of Chicago Uni- 
versity, will speak on Lincoln’s life. 

Principals and teachers of all the public 
schools complain that the notice of the cele- 
bration of Lincoln’s birthday anniversary has 
been given too late to allow them to get 
up good programs. The principals did not 
know of it until Saturday or Monday. How- 
ever much the teachers are inclined to make 
it a creditable occasion they say the time is 
too short to permit of thorough work. In al- 
most all of the schools children have already 
been delegated to write essays or learn appro- 
priate selections.

GEOLOGICAL DISCOVERY AT BRIDGEPORT 


The Surface of the Glacial Drift at the 
Close of the Glacial Epoch. 

Recent excavations on Clinton street be- 
tween Adams and Jackson streets and Deor- 
ing ana Cologne streets show the surface of 
the glacial drift at the close of the glacial 
epoch. The clay is dark at the Clinton street 
excavation, and three feet below the present 
or natural surface. A distinct line of demar-

kation, a little darker in color, is shown at the 
surface of this drift, separating it from the 
alluvial deposit, which is three feet in depth. 

Intermingled with the clay are stones rang- 
ing in size from the smailest pebbles to 
bowlders of twenty tons weight. 

The alluvial deposit was brought there by 
the flood waters of the Desplaines River and 
the North Branch of the Chicago River, the 
stones being precipitated from this deposit by 
the action of the water. The layer itself is 
sandy, but of so fine character as to reveal the 
presence of no gritty composition to the 
touch. These features of the formation are 
so apparent that they are noticeable as far as 
color can be distinguished. 

Ossian. Guthrie, who has been making a 
special study of this subject for: the last five 
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EXCAVATION AT DEERING AND COLOGNE STREETS. 


years, said yesterday: This dividing line be- 
tween the glacial and alluvial deposits is to be 
found underlying the entire City of Chicago, 
varying in depth from one foot below datum at 
the lake shore to twelve feet above at Halsted 
street. It is on this clay that the foundations 
of all buildings in the central part of the city 
rest. This surface is covered with a thin 
layer of gravel and small stone, which was 
washed out of the clay by the action of the 
waves of Lake Michigan before it was covered 
by the alluvial deposit. It was on this dividing 
line that the fresh water clam first made its 
appearance after the glacial epoch. This clay 
is capable of supporting a load of 3.500 pounds 
to the square foot at the surface, and becomes 
nore and more dense as we near the hardpan 
or rock, which is capable of supporting much 
more weight. At irregular intervals, then, lay- 
ers of quicksand or gravel are found in the 
clay, which, being confined in no manner, 
lessen the carrying capacity of the clay.“ 

It has been stated, Mr. Guthrie, that there 
is an immense bog underlying Chicago and 
that there is danger of our tall buildings sink- 
ing or tottering over.“ 

There has been something of that kind 
published, but I entirely disagree with that 
view. There are no evidences anywhere in any 
excavations made to any great depth but what 
have revealed facts tothe contrary. This is 
especially the case with the big excavation at 
Deering and Cologne streets, which was 250 
feet in diameter, between forty and fifty feet 
in depth, and penetrated the hardpan to 
within three feet of the rock.“ 


COMEDIAN CURTIS’ TRIAL FOR MURDER. 


Mrs. Holden’s Testimony Very Damaging— 
She Saw Grant Shot. 

San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 19.—In the Curtis 
case today Mrs. Jennie Holden, who lives op- 
posite the spot where Policeman Grant was 
killed, swore that she heard scuffling on the 
opposite side of the street and saw two men 
scuffling. She heard three shots. They came 
from the small-sized man. The large 
man fell and the smaller man ran 
up Folsom street toward Fifth street. 
The man who ran was dressed in 
dark clothing and wore a low dark hat. There 
were no other persons in the vicinity of the 
two men when the shots were fired. Imme- 
diately after the shooting two men came run- 
ning down from the direction of the police 
station. The one ahead was running on the 
sidewalk. She next saw two men come back 
with the prisoner, who was about the size and 
dressed much the same as the man who ran 
away. She was sure no other persons were on 
the sidewalk when the man ran away. 

C. S. Bennett testified he was driving the 
patrol-wagon the morning of Sept. 11 last and 
sew Officers Allen and Bodie run out of Fol- 
som Strect Station shortly after 12 o’clock 
that morning and followed the man who was 
running away after three shots had been fired. 
He assisted to remove Curtis to the station. 
Curtis was talking most of the time while on 
the way. He said: 0 God, if I could reeali 
the last three or four hours.“ 

Curtis did not admit at any time that he 
shot Grant or t he knew anything about 
the shooting. On his way down Curtis re- 
marked, See what trouble man may get into 
in a little while.“ He never learnad from 
Allen what Curtis said to him, and didn’t 
know whether or not Curtis smoked opium on 
the way down. 

District-Attorney Barnes here asked that an 
adjournment be taken until tomorrow, saying 
he could probably conclude the testimony for 
the prosecution at that: time.

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SOLONS ARE NERVOUS. 


WESTERN SENATORS FEARFUL OF 
THE ANTI-OPTIONS BILL. 


-_-— 


They Think Boards of Trade and Banks 
Are Asking Too Much of Them to De- 
feat the Bill When There Is Such Dis- 
trust of Their Body Among the People 
it the Hatch Bill Patses the House 
the Senate May Fall into Line—Feeling 
on the Chicago Board. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., Feb, 10.—[ Special. |— 
Western Senators are restless over the pro- 
posed anti-option legislation. They say that 
the boards of trade and bankers, who ought 
to have begun work against the bills of this 
sort a year ago, are asking too much of the 
Senate, They think that if the House passes 
the Hatch bill the Senate will have to fall in 
with the procession. They say that with the 
feeling in tne air that the Senate is not a rep- 
resentative body, witha shower of constitu- 
tional amendments for popular elections of 
Senators raining on Congress, and with other 
indications that the demagogues in the House 
want to further weaken the Senate, it is too 
much for boards of trade, banks, and other 
interested parties to come to them for the de- 
feat of the bill. They recognize that a strong 
popular sentiment has been worked up in be- 
half of legislation of this kind, However 
misguided this sentiment is itis pretty cer- 
tain that the Senators who will be up for re- 
election next winter will not seek to oppose it. 

It is further evident that several Southern 
Senators with large cotton-growing constitu- 
encies will support either the Hatch or the 
Washburn bill, which are identical in prin- 
ciple. It has already been pointed out that 
the constitutional objections to the legislation 
will have little weight, and if defeated it must 
be defeated on its merits, It may be that 
when the crisis comes the Senate will be firm 
enough to hold out, yet the Senators indi- 
vidually talk in a caustic vein, and suggest 
that there 1s still a field for missionary work 
in the House by the boards of trade, cotton 
exchanges, and banks. There are no signs 
that Chairman Hatch has weakened in his 
purpose to force the bill through the Commit- 
tee on Agriculture and then through the 
House. He may change some portions of the 
measure, but the objectionable provisions will 
remain. 

Mr. Forbes of Duluth Argues Against It. 

Mr. Forbes of the Duluth Board of Trade 
appeared before the House Committee on 
Agriculture today with an argument against 
the passage of the proposed bill. its passage, 
he contended, would demoralize the grain 
trade of the whole country, and especially 
that portion of it which .is dependent upon 
water navigation to transport products to 
market. It was claimed by the friends of the 
measure that the fact that the price of wheat 
was smaller than it was fifteen or twenty 
years ago was attributable to what they de- 
nominated gambling in the product. This 
was not correct. Fifteen or twenty years ago 
Dakota and Minnesota raised but little wheat; 
today they raised one-quarter of theentirecrop 
of thecountry. In the meantime the wheat fields 
of Australia and India had been largely extended 
and competition had become great. The fall 
in the price of wheat was attributable to this 
fact and not to speculation in the article, 
which, on the contrary, had a tendency to 
strengthen prices. 

In response to questions by the Chairman, 
Mr. Forbes stated that he desired only that 
the holder of the evidence of the property 
should be permitted to sell for future deliv- 
ery. 

The Chairmag stated that there was nothing 
in the bill which would prevent that. The po- 
sition of the committee was that if wheat was 
placed in an elevator but one receipt could be 
given. The holder of that clevator receipt 
was the owner of the property wherever it was 
situated. : 

Mr. Howard of St. Louis favored the bill, 
declaring that the dealing in futures was the 
most subtle kind of gambling that had ever 
emanated from the brain of man. It was the 
greatest curse that had ever struck America. 
The hog products of the United States for the 
last ten years had not paid the cost of the hog, 
and yet the hog-packers of Chicago had be- 
come m.illionaires simply by gambling in 
futures. The grain ring was the strongest 
ring in existence in the country and was im- 
poverishing the Nation. Throughout the 
country there were bank failures and defalca- 
tions, ano nine-tenths of the muney stolen 
went into this pot of futures. 

‘The committee then adjourned. 


FEELING ON CHANGE WAS NERVOUS. 


5 
Reported Attitudes of Farmer Hatch's Com- 
mittee Made Quotations Fluctuate. 

Feeling on ’Change at the opening yesterday 
was exceedingly nervous. All the pits were 
wild and prices varied M of a cent in different 
parts of the wheat pit. At one side May wheat 
sold at 88 cents, while on the opposite side 8894 
was bid. As it appeared that the market was 
full of buying orders from people who were 
not influenced by the possible passage of an 
Anti-Option bill the price of May wheat ad- 
vanced to 89%, the closing price Tues- 
day. Then for an hour or so it kept 
swinging between that point and 8876. 
Toward the close of the session the holders be- 
gan to get nervous again. The news brought 
by dispatches was not entirely satisfactory 
and many let go their lines, This broke the 
market from 89/6 to 88%. At this moment 
reports were received relating a more favora- 
ble attitude toward option trading on the part 
of Farmer Hatch’s committee. As the re- 
ports continued to increase there was a revul- 
sion of feeling and the market advanced in 
jumps of a quarter of a cent from &8% to 
9036, closing at 8976, with the feeling steady. 

Corn followed the lead of wheat closely, 
opening in a turmoil of confusion and closing 
1e higher than the lowest notch. 

Trading in privileges was light and restrict- 
ed to a few houses, While tne corridors con- 
tained the customary crowd, the volume of 
trade was much smaller than usual. The re- 
cent action of a number of leading houses in 
discontinuing their trade in privileges has 
placed a damper on the put and call market, 
and the present inactivity is in marked con- 
trast to the extensive curb trading of a few 
weeks ago. 

Dispatches to members on the floor indicat- 
ed that the attitude of the Agricultural com- 
mittee was a little more favorable, and this 
news hada reassuring effect. It was sug- 
5 that it would be advisable to extend to 

armer Hatch and the members of his com- 
mittee an invitation to visit Chicago, spend a 
few days on ’Change, and become acquainted 
with the members and their mode of doing 
business before legislating the Board of Trade 
and option trading out ‘of existence. This 
suggestion was thoroughly canvassed, and the 
members were generally found to be in favor 
of the idea, ä 

A special meeting of the directors was held 
after the close of the session in the President’s 
room. The Washburn Anti-Option bill and 
the advisability of inviting the Agricultural 
committee, as suggested, were informally dis- 
cussed, but no definite action was taken in re- 
gard to either matter. The committee which 
is to be sent to Washington has not yet been 
completed, but President Hamill nas the mat- 
ter under advisement, and said after the meet- 
ing that the completed committee would be 
announced today. 


Observation of the Sun Spots. 
ALBANY, N. V., Feb. 10.+[Special.]—A careful 
observation was secured at the Dadley Observa- 
tory today of the group of spots on the sun. Ac- 
cording to the calculations the disturbed area 
eovers about 140,000 by about 100,000 miles. Two 
nuclei were found on the principal spot. Each 
of these has adiameter of about 14,000 miles 
while the penumbra about the main spot has an 
extreme width of 65,000 miles. This spot can be 
viewed by medium of smoked-giass, and is one of 

the few that can be thus observed. :

ROADS JUSTIFIED IN CUTTING RATES, 
Chairman Finley Denotes Instances Where 
They Did Right. 

Chairman Finley has justified the Rock 
Island for ij the competition of the 
Central Traffic Association roads by makmg 
a one and one-third fare for the round trip 
trom Peoria and Joliet for the convention of 
the Western Packers of Canned Goods Asso- 
ciation to be held in Chicago Feb. 10-12, 
and for the annual conference of the African 
Methodist Episcopal Church, to be held in 
Philadelphia May 222. The Wisconsin Cen- 
tral was also justified for meeting the Cana- 
dian Pacific competition by granting reduced 
rates tq stockmen on the return trip from 
Manitoba to points in Oatario and the east- 
ern Canadian provinces. The action of the 
Hannibal and St. Joseph road in meeting the 
competition of the Alton by selling tickets 
at half-fare rates from Kansas City and

In Favor of (omplainants. 

Wasuinctos, D. C., Feb. 10.—The Inter- 
State Commerce Commission today an- 
nounced its decision in the case of Murphy, 
Wasey & Co. against the Wabash and other 
railroad companies in favor of complainants, 
who ship chair stuff, bed and mattress mate- 
rial in mixed carloads from their factory in 
Detroit to their other factory in Omaha. On 
chair stuff, for example, they are 
charged as much’ per 100 pounds under 
the Western classification for the transporta- 
tion from Chicago or Mississippi River points, 
as the route may be, as for the more bulky 
finished article. The commission reaffirms 
its power and duty to fix maximum charges in 
cases where complaints are made of unrea- 
sonable rates. The points decided are briefly 
as follows: 
_ Acarrier should receive a greater compensation 
in the aggregate for hauling a car-load of large 
tonnage than one of less tonnage, but other 
things being equal as a general rule the rate per 
hundred weight should be less in the former 
than in the latter case. A maximum rate 
is prescribed for complainants’ ship- 
ments in § mixed carloads of chair 
stuff, spring bed and mattress material, all wool- 
en, minimum weight 25,000 pounds, of not ex- 
ceeding 25 cents per 100 pounds from Missouri 
River points in Omaha, resulting in_a thorough 
rate from Detroit to Omaha via Chicago of 3 
cents per 100 pounds. and via Mississippi River 
points not through Chicago of 31 cents per 100 
pounds,

3 that of Postmaster-General Wanamaker. 
‘Thirdly, differences between the President and 
“Secretary Tracy which could only lead to the 
latter's retirement from the Cabinet. 
| The Blaine story was bound to come. The 
Secretary’s friends knew that it would follow 
closely on the heels of his letter of withdrawal 
from the Presidertial lists. It may be that 
within the next three months Mr. Blaine’s 
health will make it necessary for him to give 
up his official duties. But at present neither 
the Secretary, his family, nor his friends fear 


any such outcome. 

It has been the understanding that later on 
he would have something to say on the issues 
of the campaign, and would exercise a guiding 
influence in shaping the policy of his party. 
The most important work of his public life 

Still remains before him—which is the devel- 
opment of his reciprocity plans. How fully 
his plans are made will appear gradually as 

that policy unfolds itself. It is probable that 

Mr. Blaine will leave Washington in May. to 
be gone till October, but he will-not on that 
account resign his position ‘or even neglect 
the ordinary work of the State Department. 

He was at the White House this morning in 
consultation with the President, and as he was 
leaving the mansion a reporter showed hima 

newspaper clipping containing a circumstan- 
tial account of the plan for his resignation. 

The Secretary heard the news and then said: 
“It is entirely false. There is not a word of 
truth in it: ‘These stories are being circulated

Judge San- 
born was born at Epsom, N. H., Oct. 19, 
1845, and lived with his parents on a farm, at- 
tending school during the winter months, until 
he was 18 years of age. He then attended 
Dartmouth College, from which, institution 
he graduated in 1867. For the next three suc- 
ceeding years he was principal of the high 
school at Melford, N. H., engaging during the 
same period in the study of law in the office 
of Bainbridge Wadleigh, who was later United 
States Senator from New Hampshire. After 
being admitted to the bar he came to St. Paul 
in 1870 and a year later became a partner of 
Gen. John B. Sanborn, his uncle. He is one 
of the ablest lawyers of the St..Paul bar. Mr. 
Sanborn argued the celebrated meat inspec- 
tion cases, wherein the constitutionality of 
the law enacted. by the Minnesota Legislature 
of 1889 was questioned and the decision was 
in his favor. He is admirably equipped for a 
judicial pusition and is regarded us one of the 
best read attorneys of the Northwest. Al- 
though a member of the Republican minority 
of the City Council he has always been relied 
upon by Democrats as well as Republican 
members to untangle the. most perplexing 
snaris of legal or parliamentary nature which 
have arisen in that body and he has on such 
occasions shown a rare judicial capacity. 


GENERAL GOSSIP AT THE CAPITAL, 


Estimates of Farm Animals Reported to 
the Department of Agriculture. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 10.—The annual 
estimates of farm animals consolidated from 
local returns of January to the Department of 
Agriculture indicate an increase of each kind 
of 3 to 4 per cent of sheep, swine, and horses; 
about 2 per cent in cattle, and scarcely 1 
per cent in mules, Estimated numbers 
are: Horses, 15,478,000; mules, 2,314,- 
000; cows, 16,416,000; other eattle, 37,651,000; 
sheep, 44,938,000; swine, 52,398,000. A slight 
increase in value appears in store cattle and 
beeves, sheep, and swine, a decline of 1 per 
cent in the price of cows, 2 per cent in horses, 
and 3 in mules, yerage vaiues are: Horses, 
$65.05; mules, $75.55; milch cows, $21.40; 
other cattle, $15.16; sheep, $2.58; swine, 84.20. 
The values of all aggregate 52, 400, 955, 678.

ORDERED TO EXTEND. 


MR. ALDRICH INSTRUCTED BY THE 
COUNCIL, BUT FAILS TO OBEY. 


The Recent Action Toward Extending the 
North Shore Tunnel to the Two-Mile 
Crib Unheeded—An Apparent Misunder- 
standing—The Japanese World’s Fair 
Commissioners’ Generous Offer to the 
South Park Board—An Order That 
Means More Than It Appears To. 

At the meeting of the Council Feb. 1 the fol- 
lowing report, submitted by the Finance com- 
mittee, was adopted by a vote of 57 to 2, Ald. 
Kerr and Ald, Kinney voting in the negative: 


Ordered, That. whereas, there is a pressing ne- 
cessity for a pure water supply, which cannot be 


obtained from the terminus of the present tunnel 


when completed to the breakwater, the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works be and he is hereby au- 
thorized to let the contract for the extension of 
said tunnel to the two-mile cribas speedily as 
possible; provided, however, that the contractors 
will complete the extension at the same price 
they were paid for the work on the present tun- 
nel, and no more. ‘ 


Ald. O'Neill, who’ is a member of the Fi 


nance committee, wha voted for this order, 


called on Commissioner Aldrich yesterday to 
protest against it. He said: I don’t think 
that the order was pasged in that shape. AsI 
remember it the Commissioner simply recom- 
mended the extension of the tunnel to the two- 
mile crib. I supposed that the work would be 
let to the lowest bidder like any other contract 
work.“ Prag 
Ald, Cullerton of the Finance Committee, 
on the other hand, said the order was passed 
in the form in which if is here given. It was 
well understood that the contractors for thie 
North-Shore tunnel were to proceed with the 
boring. They had their machinery on hand. 
There was necessity for haste for the extension 


of the tunnel to the two-mile crib because of 


the character of the water at the present break- 
water intake. The order was an emer- 
gency one and unilerstood to be such. 

Ald, Sexton, who advocated the extension of 
the tunnels before the Finance committee, 
said that it was reasonable to suppose that the 
present contractors having all theit ma- 


-chinery on the ground could do the work 


cheaper than any one else. 

Mr. Aldrich did not know what to do in 
order. His attention was 
called to the charter provision requiring all

for and let to the lowest responsible bidder. 

es.“ he said; there is such a provision, 
but this ordinance seems to be imperative. 
don’t know yet what I may do. The Mayor 
can yet veto the order; The ten days allowed 
for that have not yet expired.”’ 

The Mayor had left his office when the 
matter came up. 

It is claimed for Lydon & Drew, the con- 
tractors whom the order seems to favor, that it 
is simply an extension of their old contract 
and is justified by that contract, but there is 
nothing in it to show that a continuation of 
the work by the same contractors was con- 
templated. Corporation Counsel Miller said 
that the Council has a right by a two-thirds 
vote to set aside the ordinance ‘requiring the 
advertising of contract work. 

Whatever may be done about the order 
there is certainly a pressing necessity for the 
extension of the tunnels. Itis no secret now 
that an analysis recently made of the water in 
the vicinity of the breakwater crib shows that 
it is not at all safe to use it. Commissioner 
Aldrich, while reticent about the matter, not 
desiring to cause alarm, does not deny 
that the analysis was far from being 
satisfactory. All he would say yesterday was: 
We are not using the new tunnel. We don’t 
want to use it now. There is no hurry about 
it, I believe. We have plenty of water 
without, All the gates have not been opened. 
There has been some difficulty about that. 
The tunnel, you know, was intended for an 
emergency, not to supply pure water for 
domestic purposes, I believe.“ 

Assistant and Acting Health Commissioner 
Hoyt Said the tunnel had not been opened at 
the crib at 2 o’clock yesterday, and. that be 
hoped it would not be opened until Prof. 
Haines had completed an analysis of the 
water in the vicinity of the crib for him. 

It is clear from all that could be learned 
that the Health Commissioner, the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works, and the other city 
officials who are weil informed on the subject 
do not care to use this breakwater tunnel to 
supply water for domestic purposes. They do 
rot wish to mingle the water drawn through 
it with the water drawn through the old 
tunnels. 


JAPAN MAKES A GENEROUS OFFER, 


It Will Present Its World's Fair Buildings 
to Chicago. 

At the meeting of the South Park Board 
yesterday the Japanese Commissioners to the 
World’s Fair visited the board and stated that 
their nation intended building three temples 
of the style of Japanese architecture on the 
World's Fair grounds; that these temples 
would be duplicates of historic Japanese 
houses of worship; that they would be filled 
with exhibits of art during the Fair; that they 
would cost about $75,000; that Japan had ap- 
propriated $631,000 for the World’s Fair ex- 
hibit at Chicago; and that they desired that 
these three temples should remain perma- 
nently in Chicago at the close of the Fair, 
not only to show the friendship between their 
country and the United States, but to stand as 
a perpetual exhibition in this most American 
of American cities of the advance in civiliza- 
tion made by Japan. They stated further 
that their government would keep the three 
tein ples filled with exhibits from Japan. 

The Commissioners were asked to reduce 
their proposition to writing and present it at 
the next meeting of the board, 

J. F. Foster, Engineer and Superintendent 
of the board, submitted*a report as to the 
proposed electric lighting plant for the South 
Parks.

Hagapeth is _a. native and is 2 
years old. He served aterm in the Missouri 
penitentiary for burglary and while there he 
became acquainted with Adelbert Sly, Wilson, 
and others. Through Sly Hedspeth became 
acquainted with the Grahem family, as Sly had 
married one of the Grahan girls. Hedspeth, 
who is a fine-looking fellow, became infatu- 
ated with Maggie, and married her about a 
year ago at Leavenworth against the wishes 
of her parents, who are respectable 
people. Since this time Hedspeth 
and Sly have been engaged in quite 
a number of train robberies and 
burglaries in the West, among them being the 
car-barn robbery in Kansas City, the robbery 
of the cable barns at Omaha, and the train 
robbery of the Pacific Express company on 
the Missouri and Pacific railroad. Hedspeth 
is alsu suspected of train robberies perpe- 
trated on the Southern Pacitic road in the vi- 
cinity of Los Angeles. It is also strongly 
euspected that this mob committed the rob- 
bery at Western Union Junction, Wis., on the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad, 
last November, Of the men in the ’Frisco 
robbery ‘‘ Dink’’ Wilson is the only one at 
large. Jim Francis was killed about two 
weeks ago at Pleasanton, Kas., while he and 
others were attempting to roba train. They 
killed a policeman and took refuge in a box- 
car. A volley of shots was fired by the posse 
and Francis was killed. Maggie Hedspeth 
was the housekeepér for this gang and also 
the general adviser at the time of the Glen- 
dale, Mo., robbery. A later message stated 
that Hedspeth a¢knowledged his identity.

The general manager’s re- 
port said: As the year 1890 was a phenom- 
enal one in the biscuit business, so was 1891 
exceptional, The former developed a 
fruit famine and the consumption of bis- 
cults was extraordinary, while in 
the latter there was a decided 
overproduction of fruits, resulting in a glut of 
both summer and winter products, and the re- 
sult was in inverse proportion. In 1890, in a 
period representing about seven months’ nor- 
mal business, the company consumed 271,032 
barrels of flour, while in 1891, during a full 
year’s business, 363,654 barrels of flour were 
used, showing an unfavorable proportion.

The balance sheet shows $187,825 cash on 
hand. Last Monday our cash on hand was 
$230,232. The increased cost of flour last year 
increased the expense from $25,000 to $30,000 a 
month.

ON AN IMPORTANT MISSION, 


French Commissioners Examining Ameri- 
can Systems of Meat Inspection. 


Prof. A, Riche of the French Academy of 
Medicine and Professor of Chemistry in the 


Superior College of Pharmacy, Paris; M. 
Duclos, French Appraiser of Customs: and E. 
Roume, Auditor for the Council of State and 
Subdirector of Commerce, are at the Audi- 
torium. 8 

These gentlemen constitute a special com- 
mission from the French Government to make 
a scientific inquiry into American methods of 
packing and inspecting meats for the export 
trade. They will also submit a report on 
American methods of refining and handling 
petroleum and other commercial oils. They 
came here from Pittsburg, where they spent 
some time in visiting the oil fields and re- 
fineries. 

The French Government,“ said one of the 
visitors, ‘*is desirous of cultivating closer 
trade relations with the United States, and 
will remove many of the restrictions now en- 
forced against American products, providing 
the facts, as we may find them, will warrant 
it in doing so. Our report will be a purely 
technica! one, in which we will state the con- 
dition without making any recommendations 
or suggestions.“ 

The commission will visit the packing 
houses Friday to commence their investiga- 
tion of the system of meat inspection.

PACKERS OF CANNED GOODS, 


They Elect Officers and Listen to an Address 
on American Tinplate. 

The eighth annual convention of the Western 
2ackers’ Canned Goods Association was called 
to order yesterday morning at the Sherman. 
President T. G. Seeger in his annual address 
referred to the success of the association dur- 
ing the last year and the prosperous outlook. 
The morning session was devoted to the elec- 
tion of officers. It resulted in the reélection 
of the officers of last year. 

During the afternoon session the delegates 
and a large number of tinplate manufacturers 
listened to an address by Clarence R. Britton, 
acting Secretary of the Tinplate Manufact- 
urers’ Association. He said that if it were 
necessary to apologize for the small produc- 
tion of American tinplate, there were many 
reasons why the industry was not further ad- 
vanced. One was because of the immense 
supply in this market when the new duty 
went into effect, while another is that the 
present process of manufacture is still crude. 
Continuing, he said substantially: 

hose who have studied this subject do not be- 
lieve that manufacturers in this country will con- 
tinue to use or adopt the Welsh methods. There 
have been improvements made right herein Chi- 
cago which, though not quite perfect, will prove 
successful. ‘The framers of the “tin-plate 
clause in the “new tariff law realized it 
would be an immense undertaking to transfer so 
large au industry 3,000 miles to the land ef the 
consumer. the place where it belongs. They asked 
and obtained five years for this object and as yet 
one of these five years has not gone by and we are 
criticised because we are not prepared to supply 
the entire amount for the American market. 
Give that which is necessary for the development 
of all new undertakings, time,“ and 1 warrant 
that American tin plates of all grades can be ob- 
tained in all seasons. The American manufactur- 
ers have started by trying to make the best 
grades of plates; because they know that every 
teakettle, every tin cup, and every tin 
roof made from American plates will be 
watched with an eagle eye for years to come, and 
the material must be of such a quality as to stand 
this severe test. There are now in successful 
operation twelve different tinplate works. There 
are thirteen others in the course of erection, all 
of which will be in full operation by the fadl of 
1892. These twenty-five works will contain fifty- 
five mills, with a capacity of about 35.000 boxes 
per week, or between 60,000 and 70.000 tons per 
year, which is about one-sixth of the present con- 
sumption. But though we have a protective duty 
we cannot make a success of this industry with- 
out the aid, coOperation, and patience of the tin- 
plate consumer. 

The convention will continue in session to- 
day and tomorrow, when the individual pack- 
ers will give their experiences with the tariff. 
A number of interviews with these packers 
tend to show that the additional tariff on tin- 
plate will figure conspicuously in the cost of 
the danned productto the consumer next year.

Cause of Lower Prices.

Tur Catcaco Trreune, Dec. 21: The statement 
is often made that the decline in prices which be- 
gan in 1873 was due to the demonetization of sil- 
ver, which caused an important decrease in the 
supply of money and therefore made prices of 
other things lower because of the scarcity in the 
purchasing medium. The following little table 
sutliciently exposes the absurdity of the claim. 
It gives the coinage of silver by the mints of the 
United States for two periods of five years each, 
one immediately preceding and the other imme- 
diately following the close of, 1572:

If the trade doilar be not counted the coinage 
of silver dollars for home circulation was only 
about $3,000,000 less in the second period than in 
the first, which cannot be truly claimed asa vast 
shrinkage in the per capita of money in the conn- 
try even if it were not much more than offset by 
the other facts. But without the trade dollars 
the total coinage of silver in the sefond term 
amounted to $177221,000, or five times that of the 
five years preceding. The people had a great deal 
tore silver money after the passage of the act of 
1873 than before that event. and nearly half of it 
was in half dollars, the next smaller coin to the 
one whe absence of which the grumblers 
profess to lamentso much; and the larger sum 
was in a shape available forthe payment of the 
small debts incurred by the masses of the people, 
who are alleged to have suffered so much by a 
slight decrease in the coinage of silver dollars. 
Surely such achange must have been for their 
benefit instead of an injury, as it placed at their 
command far more money forthe transaction of 
their ordinary business than they had ever pos- 
sessed before inthe shape of specie. The sub- 
sidiary silver coinage was just the thing wanted 
to satisfactorily take the place of the makeshift 
paper change which came into use as an incident 
of the war. : 

It was not the scarcity of money that caused the 
panic of 1873, and most emphatically it was not 
any relative scarcity of specie. The total coin- 
age of the first five year period was $116,000,000 of 
gold and silver, and that of the next tive years 
amounted to $296,000,000, or more than two and a 
half times the first-named sum. The panic was 
caused by the fact that prices had become unduly 
inflated, people gradually opened their eyes to the 
true state of affairs, and prices shrunk forthe 
reason that buyers were not willing to take hold 
of either real or personal property except at ma- 
terial concessions from the figures formerly insist- 
ed on by sellers. The panic started with the collapse 
of one large firm t was loaded down with as- 
sets which could not besold for anything like 
enough to pay its debts, and a many others 
followed in the same path. In nearly every case 
the great trouble was that purchases had been 
made at prices which could not be realized on a 
falling market, and the decline was a necessary 
consequence of the discovery that they had been 
inflated too much. People had rated values 
in a depreciated currency, and as the purchasing 
power of each piece of that currency rose towards 

t of specie it became impossible to resist the 
shrinkage due to the fact that six paper dollars 
.were worth as much as seven had been two or 
three years previously. 

at e in the buying power of the paper 
dollar was, however, only a return teward the 
normal conditions which had been disturbed by 
the war. That inflation was a necessity under 
the circumstances, but the people had to pay the 
naity just the same, and so it would be found 

f we should get the needless inflation now which 
some people are foolishly longing for. The pros- 
perity due to inflation is very much akin to that 
of the man who 1 borrowed money 
which he will be fo to pay back some time, 
and pay it with interest. So many practical illus- 
trations of this have been furnished in the past 
that the thing would no longer be an experiment. 
Its uences can be estimated in advance as 
surely as the rising and setting of the sun.

TOLMAN DENIES ALL. 


DECLARES THE CHARGES BROUGHT 
AGAINST THE BANK FALSE. 


—— 


His Actions, He Claims, Have Been Only of 
the Most Honorable Nature — After a 
Bitter Fight Judges Blodgett and Gresh- 
am Take the United States Rolling Stock 
Company’s Matters Under Advisement— 
A Plaintiff in a Divorce Suit Who Claims 
She Was Married on a Pullman Car. 

In an answer filed in the Superior Court yes- 
terday Daniel H. Tolman enters a sweeping 
denial to charges brought against the manage- 
ment of the Chicago Trust and Savings Bank 
and the Midland company. Slason Thomp- 


son, a printer at No, 180 Monroe street, filed 


a bill of complaint some months ago. He 
charged generally that both concerns were 
the same, that the Midland company was op- 
erated solely in the interest of ‘Tolman, and 
that it had done an illegal business. To all of 
these charges denial is now entered. 

Thompson’s dealings with the company be- 
gan in April, 1890. He applied to Tolman 
for a $5,000 loan and says he was promised the 
money in case the Midland company’ would 
guarantee payment. To secure such guaran- 
tee Thompson says he was told it would be 
necessary for him to subscribe for ten shares 
of its capital stock, payable in installments. 
On Tolman’s alleged répresentation thet the 
company was in a prosperous cendition, and 
that the stock investment would earn divi- 
dends far greater than the 1 per cent a month 
proposed to be charged for guaranteeing the 
loan, Thompson says he adopted the plan. 
As additional security he says Tolman 
demanded a deposit to be made in the Chi- 
cago Trust and Savings Bank, but himself 
solved the difficulty in a novel way by grant- 
ing the borrower a $1,500 fictitious credit and 
charging him 8 per cent interest. All of these 
arrangements, the bill declares, tended only 
to increase the rate of interest on the original 
loan. When the notes ¢ame tobe executed 
Thompson charges that further security was 
demanded in the way of making the paper for 
$7,500, it being understood that only $5,000 
was payable and subject to interest. 

The Midland company and the Chicago 
Trust and Savings Bank are said by the bill to 
be one and the same thing, and the former is 
declared to exist solely for Tolman’s benefit 
and to enable him tocharge exorbitant inter- 
est. 3 

In answer Tolman denies that the Midland 
company and the bank have any communica- 
tion other than that existing between offices in 
the same building. The reported statement 
that the company stock would pay dividends 
more than the 1 per cent charged for the 
guarantee is described as not true, as are the 
charges about a fictitious $1,500 bank account. 
The 1 per cent a month is said to have been a 
guarantee rather than interest, and the state- 
ment is made that when Thompson defaulted 
the company became liable as surety. The 
defendauts deny also that the company was 
organized for Tolman’s sole benefit, that 
Brown was his tool, and that the President 
eaused his own reélection. They deny that 
Toiman has usurped control of the company 
and systematically converted funds to his own 
use. The company is said to be controlled by 
its own directors and to manage its affairs 
without interference. 


Has Resulted in Demoralization, 
Judges Blodgett and Gresham yesterday took 
under advisement the motion to attach Receiver 
Lane of the United States Rolling-Stock company 
for contempt of court and a cross motion for his 
appointment as receiver of the company. Much 
bitterness has been manifested in the case and 


a suggestion from the Judges that the creditors 


get together and agree upon a receiver was not 
entertained. In addition to those who have al- 
ready presented their arguments, Jolin N. Jewell, 
attorney for the English holders of $1,0007000 worth 
1 debenture bonds, and J. L. High, representing 
Mr. 
asking that the protection of the court be ex- 
tended to the debentures and receiver's certiti- 
cates.’ The resignation of Mr. Hegewisch as re- 
ceiver Was presented to the court, he having deen 
very ill in.New York for some weeks. The bitter 
fight, which has been waging for some weeks, has 
thrown the company's affairs into a demoralized 
state and the result is the workmen in the shops 
at Hegewisch struck, as the wages were three 
weeks overdue. It was understood yesterday, 
however, that the men had been assured they 
would get their money and had gone back to 
work. The court will probably appoint a disin- 
interested person receiver. ‘ 


Says She Was Married on a Pullman Car. 

The divorce case of Mrs. Emma J. against Clar- 
ence L. Crymbel is on hearing before Judge Hor- 
ton. The main controversy is as to whether the 
parties were ever legally married. (Complainant 
avers that she was married to defendant on a 
Pullman palace car somewhere in Indiana by a 
Justice of the Peace April 10, 1588. Crymbel was 
then à conductor for the Pullman company, and 
is now an agent for the Rockford Shoe company. 
He denies that he was ever married tc the woman. 
Mrs. Crymbel admitted she had been married 
twice before the last time. Her first husband was 
one Schreiber, and they separated thirteen years 
ago in Pennsylvania. She was told that he was 
dead. Her second marriage was to W. H. Peck- 
ham, from whom she was divorced in Colorado. 
An attempt was made to show that she was also 
married to a man named Buck, and that after her 
alleged marriage to Crymbel she assumed the 
name of Mrs. Peckham, but she denied both alle- 
gations. 


Involved a Valuable Farm. 

Judge Horton decided the suit brought by two 
daughters of John Ragor, deceased, involving a 
farm near the Desplaines River valued at $140,000. 
The principal defendant is Mrs. Emily C. Ragor. 
the wite of Peter Ragor, son of the deceased. In 
1875 John Ragor deeded to Peter a one-third in- 
terest inthe farm. In 1887 Peter conveyed the 
property to Johu Brennan, his wife’s father, with 
authority to sell, A condition was also made that 
if either of the parties secured à purchaser, then 
each of them had the right to bid inthe land. In 


1889 Peter claimed ta.have procured a man to’ 


purchase for 1.000. Mrs. Peter Ragor agreed to 
give the same amount, and. owning one-half in- 
terest, she offered $27,000 for his half. Then the 
land was given to Joun Coughlan as trustee, who 
sold it for $140,000. Complainants claimed that 
the deed of their father was only a mortgage, and 
the court so decided. Peter filed a cross-bill to 
set aside all former arrangements on tbe ground 
that, owing to his drinking habits, he was not of 
sound mind, but the court dismissed his bill. 


Will of James L. Woodward. 

The will of the late James L. Woodward was 
admitted to probate yesterday, and letters were 
issued to the widow, Mrs. Hannah G. Woodward, 
on giving an individual bond in $314,000. Mr. 
Woodward left personal propetty worth $157,000 
for distribution. Testator first bequeaths $5,000 
to Elbridge G. Keith, in trust, the interest and 
income therefrom to be paid to S. Eliza Wood- 
ward, widow of testator’s late father, John B. 
Woodward, and at her death to go to testator’s 
children, Fannie P. and Arthur H. Woodward. 
Then the will says: * Desiring to make as little 
trouble as possible in the settlement of my estate, 
and having the fullest confidence that my wife 
will at her death dispose of the property of the 
estate for the best interests of our children, I 
have thought best and do hereby give and be- 
queath to my beloved wife, Hannah G. Wood- 
ward, to be hers absolutely, all the residue of m 
estate of which I may die possessed and which!

South Chicago Street railway touched 
the highest point made during the present rise, 
selling at 325. Even at that price there was little 
stock brought out. At 325 South Side stock asa 
12 per cent dividend-payer nets the investor 3.7 
per cent. This, of course, is altogether too high 
if the price were based simply on the dividend 
that is now being paid. It is evident that the in- 
siders regard the near completion of the Alley 
Elevated road as a strong bull point on City rail- 
way securities, If the companies were independ- 
ent just the opposite result would, of course, be 
expected, for it cannot be otherwise than that the 
elevated road will take a large proportion of the 
City railway’s business. So long as insiders re- 
gard the success of the Alley enterprise as equiv- 
alent to bull points on City railway stock there is 
little use of denying the close connection between 
the companies and the domination of the City 
railway influence in the cuntrol aud ownership of 
the Alley Elevated enterprise. 

West Side Street railway was considerably more 
active yesterday, and was a shade tirmer. The 
same may be saidof North Side. Are Light and 
Power stock took a sudden turn and went up to 
88. It is said that the expected consolidation of 
the Edison and Thomson & Houston interests will 
work greatly to the benefit of Arc Light stock. 

There was a sale of New York Biscuit in the 

orning at 72 and another in the afternoon at 71. 
The annual meeting of the company was held 
yesterday, and the report, which is fully publisned 
elsewhere, cannot be called satisfactory. It shows 
a year of extreme competition in prices and a 
sharp falling off in business. The meeting brought 
out the possible necessity of a further issue of 
stock, amd the fact that in the capi⸗- 
talization of the company at least S. 000, 
000 must be regarded as representing good wit. 
If the proof of the value of good will be in the 

revention it affords against ruinous wars waged 
by competitors and in the prevention of a steady 
loss of trade, then the good will included in the 
assets of the New York Biscuit company would 
seem by their own report of last year’s operations 
to be rather highly capitalized when it is set 
down as G. 000, 000, for the good will could not 
prevent competition from reducing prices to a 
point below the cost to manufacture. The com- 
pany earned net $453,160. The reports do not 
explain Whether that sum is applicable to divi- 
dends or whether the interest on the bonds and 
other charges must be subtracted from that 
amount. But even supposing that those figures 
were the net earnings after all charges aheud of 
the stock were paid it still leaves the earnings of 
the company only 5 per cent on the capital stock. 

The retrospect is certainly not a bright one, but 
it is pleasant to say that the prospects present a 
picture in sharp contrast. The competition that 
made such inroads on the company’s profits last 
year has now come to an agreement and here- 
after there is little prospect of sales being made 
below the cost of production. The price of flour 
is much lower. The company’s enormous fac- 
tory at New York will be occupied in a few days 
and immense savings effected. The demand is 
decidedly better than it was a year ago, and. 
taken altogether, the prospects for improved 
business go a long way toward counterbalancing 
some of the unfortunate "features of last year.

New York, Feb. 10.—[ Special.) — The coal puzzle 
gave the street all it wanted to think of during the 
first hour this morning. The indefinite and un- 
certain guantity contained in those stocks and 
the deluge of stories and rumors afloat, account- 
ing for the movement or casting doubt on its 
genuineness, rather paralyzed than aided the 
traders. At first there was a tendency to weak- 
ness, but before the hour passed people began to 
believe there was more truth than poetry 
in the story that Reading had N secured 
control of Jersey Central and r Valley. If 
true, this was so important. and, withal, so favorable 
that prices began to advance under the impulse. 
During the last fifteen minutes of the ory hour 
Lackawanna jumped up 1%, Jersey Central IK. and 
Reading 2x. The rest of the list began to pick up 
sharply under the influence of the renewed boom in 
the coalers. They have only been waiting to see if 
the recent advance in those shares had bottom 
enough to stand on before moving in the same direc- 
tion.

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GOSSIP ON ’CHANGE. 


The leading markets wete quite active yester- 
day and very nervous. There was a period of 
weakness early which was a continuation of that 
of the previous day, but during the last forty-five 
minutes of the session on a report that no harm- 
ful measure would be recommended in Congress 
there was a sharp upturn, in which wheat led, fol- 
lowed by everything else on the floor. The Signal 
Service map showed seasonable weather through 
the West. There are some low temperatures in 
the North, but there are no indications of severe 
temperatures in the West forthe present. The 
feeling after the close was strong and much more 
confident and in marked contrast to that of 
Tuesday afternoon,when the crowd seemed crazy, 
Trading in privileges was light.

Estimated receipts for today: Wheat, 115 cars;

Pardriage, Linn, Gifford, Brosseau, Lester, 
Rosenbaum, an, Irwin-Green, and Counsel- 
man- Day were among the largest buyers of wheat. 
There were heavy buying orders from New York, 
the selling being by some of the country holders 
and St. Louis traders who were particularly 
bearish. 

The Baltimore and Ohio posted a notice to the 
effect that the company is now prepared to re- 
ceive grain without any restrictions as to in- 
dorsed orders or otherwise. Grain handlers, how- 
ever, reported considerable ditliculty in getting 
some other Eastern roads to take stuff. 

New York wired a steadier feeling in casi corn, 
with a better inquiry looking toward export busi- 
ness. The local cash market was said to bo rela- 
tively lower thun St. Louis, with car-lots selling 
there equal to about 40c here for No: 3. Iu store 
No. 3 sold here at 37%c. 

The opening in all the pits was so wild that all 
sorts of prices were made. For instance, there 
were sales in one part of the wheat pit at S8c, while 
Sie was being paid in anether part. There were 
a great many buying orders at 83%4c that could 
not be filled. So in corn. It was said that there 
was a sale of ‘one lot at ic during the first few 
minutes of excitement, but the bulk of the sales 
were above 41e. 

A number of messages were received from mem- 
bers of Congress during the morning in response 
to queries sent by — 48 of the board relating 
to the future of the option bill, in which it was 
stated that the chances were against the passage 
of any such measure. This did much to restore 
confidence. and when just before the close Lester 
received a message stati that it was reported 
that consideration of the bill had been indefinitely 
postponed the reaction was instantaneous, though 
the news was only half believed. 

Private cables that came late in the session had 
something to say about uufavorable crop reports 
in France. It is said that recent cold weather is 
responsible for some of these reports. 
wheat was in condition to be damaged by freez- 
ing is shown by the following from a latc issue of 
Dornbusch: The milder weatter of the last two 
days in France has melted the snow. but agricult- 
ural accounts continue fairly satisfactory. Still 
in those places where the young wheat plants are 
not sufficiently sheltered by snow the recent frosts 
have ‘inflicted some damage, though unimportant 
up to the present. 

Miller Turpin of Dayton, O., who was on the 
floor yesterday, speaking of wheat in his State, 
said: Much of the late suwn wheat went into 
dry ground and did not sprout until December. 
Then there was the cold weather in January, fol- 
lowed by snow and rain, which was in turn fol- 
lowed by more freezing weather. Another thaw 
and then the freeze of the last few days have been 
especially unfavorable. A year ago at.this time 
the wheat fields were pretty to look at. The 
green shoots made a carpet that could be seen for 
along distance. It had received a good start 
and the weather could not affect it. This year it 
is different. The plant is sickly and you have to 
go into a field to find out whether there is any 
wheat there or not. It looks like dead grass, 
and the farmers tell me that a large 
proportion of the late sown wheat 
will have to be plowed up thisspring. They say 
that it looks now as if there would be not more 
than 50 per cent of a crop. They are holding to 
their wheat, and uniess there is a material im- 
provement in the situation thoy will carry over 
into the next crop year bigger supplies than they 
have ever done before. They can afford to do it 
this year and will not sell at anything like these 
prices. Weare getting barely a car of wheat a 
day on an average, deliveries are so small, and 1 
have come up here to see what I can do in the 
way of cash wheat for our mill.“

The opening in wheat was wild, with trading 
on the largest kind of ascale. There were heavy 
selling orders from holders who had not recov- 
ered from their fright of the previous day, and 
there were also immense buying orders from the 
East and from speculators who were banking on 
the fact that Tuesday's decline was unwarranted 
by the facts. May wheat opened anywhere from 
8&3 to 89c, sold up to 89%c, held between that and 
Ss for an hour or more, then slumped off to 
Swe, and bulged to 90%%c, closing at 89% @90ec ͤ bid. 
The late advance was helped by ‘some 
private cables indicating firmer markets on 
the continent on crop reports. The early 
cables, both public and private, were weak 
and lower. The Michigan crop report was bear- 
ish in that it reported the condition of the grow- 
ing wheat to be favorable, but at the same time 
there were some unfavorable reports from Kansas 
and talk ofacold wave of considerable energy 
forming in the far Northwest. The available 
stocks reported by Bradstyeet's did not show as 
large a decrease as expected, and this fact was 
used with effect by the bears. There were also 
some disquieting reports about financial troubles 
growing out ofthe low price of cotton. Clear- 
ances were fair, however, and there were advices 
of large sdies of flour and wheat in the Northwest 
for export. There was little doing in 
the cash and sample markets, the trade 
holding off until the speculative mar- 
ket should have settled down somewhat.
